Tiic working party, which was con- 
vened by Professor Avi Bajpai, also of 
Loughborough University, in response 
to the DES consultative document, 
Action on Teacher Supply in Mathema- 
tics, Physics and Technology, felt there 
was an urgent need to mount subsi- 
dized training programmes for maths 
teachers already in post, particularly 
those with limited qualifications or 
experience.

Parent reading role queried 


Two independent research studies 
have failed to confirm claims that 
children's reading is enhanced when 
parents are involved in tbeir learning. 

Reading test results from the in- 
fluential Belfield parent involvement 
project, based on a working-class 
school in Rochdale, and from a survey 
of 33 inner London infant schools, ore 
reported for the first time this week in 
The TES. 

They show no significant gains in 
reading scores for children who were 
encouraged to lake books home to 
read with their parents over those who 
were not. ... 

The scores of the 7ft children who 
completed the Belfield project were 
hardly any belter than comparable 
children at the school before the 
project began. 

Average reading scores of top in- 
fants in the London survey were 
almost the sunie regardless of whether

Professor Barbara Tizard, of the

She also wonders whether parental 
involvement means teachers concen- 
trate less on reading in clnss; ton 
infants in the survey spent only 2 or 3 


per cent of their time on any form of 
reading. 

Dr Peter Hannon, of Sheffield Uni- 
versity, reporting the Belfield results, 
questions the significance of reading 
test results. 

In another study he found many 
working-class children could not 
answer the sentence-completion test 
questions, even when they were read 
out to them. "Even if children's read- 
ing improves, their test scores might 
not,” he says. 

These results, and a smaller study 
last year, seem to confound the test 
wains reported from the famous 
Haringey parental involvement pro- 
ject. 

But Dr Hnnnnn points out that 
Haringey teachers visited parents at 
home more, so the project could be 
thought of as an experiment in educa- 
tional home visiting rnthcr than 
tcacber-purcnt collalioration. 
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Activists 
face NUT 
expulsion

Two leading activists within the 
National Union of Teachers' inner 
London branch may be singled out for 
expulsion when disciplinary hearings 
against the branch's officers resume 
next Thursday. 

The two - Mr Dick North, a former 
executive member of the union, nnd 
Mr John lislerson, « former president 
uf the Inner London Teachers' Asso- 
ciation - were suspended from union 
membership for several months in 
1981 for helping to organize unofficial 
action against public spending cuts. 

National officers argue that a prece- 
dent was established for deuling with 
members with previous “convictions" 
for breaching union rules when two 
Southwark teachers were expelled in h 
simitar case Inter that year. 

In all 30 members of ILTA's ruling 
council face disciplinary action over nn 
unofficial one-day strike last January 
against Mr Kenneth Baker's pay and | 
conditions IcgislntUm. 

The national officers - who include 
Mr Fred Jarvis, die union's general 
secretary, Mr Doug McAvoy, Us depu- 
ty, and Mr Bob llichurdsou. the presi- 
dent - have appealed against a disci- 
plinary panel's decision to reprimand 
the branch officers, claiming the sanc- 
tions arc too lenient. 

In evidence submitted to the execu- 
tive - the union’s final appeals bl»dy - 
they argue that past penalties have 
been much stiffor. 

If their call is heeded next Thursday, 
it could mean that other ILTA officers 
- Mr Bernard Regan, currently a 
serving executive member for Inner 
London, and Ms Carole Regan, who 
planned to contest the union's vice- 
presidential elections in the autumn - 
arc also suspended and barred front 
union office. 

ILTA officers arc preparing their 
own defence for next week's meeting, 
claiming it is a "breach of natural 
justice'^ to try the case again once a 
disciplinary hearing has given its ver- 
dict. 

Meanwhile, a protest strike against

It announces the intention toccntiuli/c 
still further the control of higher education, ihnnigh 
two new “funding" councils - one to replace the 
University Grants Commit lee for the universities 
and one to replace the National Advisoiy Itody tor 
the polytechnics and colleges of higher education. 
I'lte latter institutions will be removed from the 
ownership and control of local authorities to come 
directly under (he Secretary or State. A Rill m carry 
tins through is promised “as soon as Parliamentary 
time permits". 

The change in the funding mechanism is accompa- 
nied by a change m the basis on which funds are 
provided I here is to be a deliberate retreat from the 
“hands-off" approach - a rejection of the philosophy 
which called tile UGC into being ns a means of 
guaranteeing the independence of (he universities. 
In Its place, there is to be h system of ‘ contracts" - 
the new funding councils will make available re- 
sources to universities and colleges "to secure 
delivery of educational services which are of satisfac- 
tory or better cpmlity". And institutions will he held 
“accountable for the uses to which the funds are put 
and for the effectiveness mid efficiency with which 
they arc employed". 

The lungmigc is very familiar. The MSC uses it all 
the time. It includes a large clement or hot air and 
rhetoric, hut behind it there is a quite obvious 
determination to go on shaking up the universities. 
Ministers instinctively distrust strong independent 
bodies. They don’t think anybody deserves the kind 
of continuing independent existence which has 
hitherto been thought to be the essential pre- 
requisite of the highest forms of academic en-

In political terms, the universities will dislike and 
distrust the iicw funding plan and the new University 
lint ding Com nil - note the sen unit ic differences 
between ft mding and grams - because it makes them 
even more dependent on the politicians and their 
immediate priorities, financial or whatever. Nothing 
in recent history can give them confidence that either 
the politicians or the bureaucrats will exercise their 
increased power wisely, nor yet that the limited 
timc-lranie of elect ion-happy ministers is appropri- 
ate. Stop-go and pendulum politics would quickly 
make a nonsense of these arrangements, but what is 
being proposed fits in neatly to a now familiar pattern 
of a centrally-controlled, arrogantly administered 
education system. 

The importnnt changes in the management of 
higher education will take time to assess in practice. 
The present system has not worked so flawlessly as to 
provide n total defence of the status quo. Rut the 
NAB has made remarkable progress and on the eve 
of the White Paper produced its management review 
which went a long way to meet some specific 
criticisms of the polytechnic regime. 

The local authorities huve played an important 
historical role in the creation of a second - public - 
sector of higher education, but the continuation of 
the binary divide has looked more and more difficult* 
to justify. Nobody who has argued for an end to this 
arbitrary division can shed too many tenrs for 
local authority ownership. That doesn’t mean that 
the answer Is to nationalize the colleges. The binary 
line will make even less sense under Mr Baker's 
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dispensation than under the present one. 

The White Paper takes a lot of credit for the 
expansion of the polytechnics. The number of 
full-time students in higher education has risen by 
85,000 since 1979. The expansion took place as a 
direct result of the university cuts of 1980-81 when 
the polys opened their doors to the students the 
universities hud to turn awny - and a good many 
more front the bulge birth groups of the mid-1960s. 
An example of the “corporate dissimulation'' of 
which Mr Walden wrote is the way Mr Baker now 
conceals -more charitably, perhups he never knew- 
the strenuous efforts the Government made, via the 
Rnic Support Grant, to prevent the “over-spending" 
which made this expansion possible. 

This is worth remembering in relation to the 
cutting of the local authority link. Hud the colleges 
been directly administered in the curly 1980s, there 
would have been no expansion for Mr Baker to pinch 
the credit for. 

This said, it has to he acknowledged that the White 
Paper is much more optimistic in tone and expansive 
in outlook than Sir Keith Joseph's Green Paper- the 
projections of future numbers envisage a five-point 
rise in the agc-purticipatiou rate so thnt by the end of 
the decade, nearly one in five would enter higher 
education. Figures like these arc nil contingent on 
other developments like a rise in the proportion of 
students getting A levels, more women going to 
higher education, more entrants by non-A level 
routes - and continued funding. They also almost 
ccrtuinly imply breaking out of the student grant 
regime and raising more funds for student mainte- 
nance by loans. 

The bullish impression which Mr Baker's deter- 
mined optimism seeks to foster is seriously nt odds 
with the atmosphere in the universities where there is 
a sense of gradual deterioration, not vibrant revival. 
The deliberate underpayment of university teachers 
fur the pnst seven years (at least) is not going to be 
mndc good hy ihc staged pay award which has now 
been approved. The strictures on research funding 
from the Royal Society and the research councils will 
not go away - nor will the in-built tendency for the 
cost of research to rise faster than the retail price 
index. What Mr Baker calls an improvement in the 
productivity of higher education is in rcaitiy the 
imposition of financial cuts and the worsening of the 
standards or life for academics and their students. 
Tighter financial regulation and managerial control 
from the DES do not look like the remedy.

maintained by organs or the state arc 


inherently inferior because they in- 
corporate public as well as private 
values. 

The prominence of Mr Philip Mcrri- 
dnlc among the sponsors of the new 
moderate group is significant in view of 
the Government's growing hostility to 
the local authorities. The justification 
for local authority participation is the 
assumed need for an education “sys- 
tem” which is more. than the sum of its 
independent parts. 

To preserve the idea of a system and 
the management structure which goes 
with it. the Conservative Education 
Association will have tn attack the 
narrow individualism of the radical 
right and insist on thu inclusive rather 
than the exclusive aims of public 
education. Then its members will huve 
(u prove to their criticul colleagues that 
they cun make the system work belter 
than it docs now.

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Alan Evans argues that , if this week’s in-service revolution is to pay dividends , 
partnership through a national consultative committee is essential 


T he INSET revolution - known 
in bland hurcsuicratese as circu- 
lar WHfo or “the locul authority 
training grant* scheme” - is 
upon us. As INSET D-day, April 1, 
1*87. has approached, a great deal has 
luen spoken and written about whnt it 
really means. 

The Government claims it is u shot 
in the arm for INSET (In-Service 
Education of Teachers); many of the 
recipients point our that the resources 
provided for it fall well short of the 5 
per cent of the teachers' salary bill 
which was promised in ACSET (the 
Advisory Committee tin the Supply 
and Education of Teachers). The Gov- 
ernment claims (hat the scheme will 
give leuclicts more influence over the 
training thnt is provided; others point 
out the extent to which resources are 
tilled towards national priorities laid 
down hy the Secretary of Stale. 

Again, the Ciovcr lime tit claims that, 
under the new .scheme, demand will 
determine wind training is provided; 
teacher oigani/mions and many in (he 
higher education sector fear that cer- 
tain types of training, essential to the 
long-term well-being of the education 
service, will he seriously diminished by 
the change. The intention It ere is not to 
go flailing into these debates; rather, it 
is to look ahead and examine how the 
system will operate in future years. 
ITiis is more important than the pass- 
ing arguments about resources, priori- 
ties or types of training, because as 
long as the framework of the scheme 
allows fur real change in the light of 
experience, many of these problems 
will in lime be solved. 

There is a ground swell of opinion 
that the new scheme has brought about 
substantial improvements in the orga- 
nization of INSET at school and local 
level though, of coiitsc, there have 
been variations around the country. 
Some local education authorities have 
hidden behind the excuse thut the 
pressure of rime meant proper con- 
sultation was difficult to arrange. 
Nevertheless, the evidence shows that 
more consultation at school and local 
level took place than ever before. 
Further improvement can ba expected 
this year ns the tardy authorities find 
Ihetr well-worn excuses about “the 
rush to implement” no longer cover 
them. 


A ball in Baker’s court 



■Those whom change affects should be consulted about that change 


At regional or area level, the system 
is grossly Inadequate. Indeed, circular 
6/86 barely acknowledges that orga- 
nization at this level is significant. 
ACSET, however, considered that 
there was need for a brokerage 
mechanism that “secured a match 
between INSET needs of l.e.a.s which 
could not _ be met adequately from 
within their own provision and the 
INSET provisions made by higher 
education institutions, including 
award- bearing courses”. 

Such a brokerage function was to he 
secured by appropriate collaboration 
between l.e.a.s, institutions of higher 
education and the teaching profession 
with modest administrative and finan- 
cial, support. These regional and area 
needs have not dissipated and it is 
clearly necessary to establish this key 
component in the management and 
administration of INSET, and the 
Department of Education and Science 
should assist in facilitating the estab- 
lishment of the vital layer of planning 
and co-ordination. 

Under 6/86, the national tevdof 
responsibility for INSET is greater 
than ever before. The u natinnafpriori- 
ties . which take a tinnclie of INSET 
funding in excess of 30 per cent, are 
decided at this level. In audition, every 
ho.a s INSET bid Is submitted to the 
Swreioiy of Slate for approval. 

Given these wide-ra aging responsi- 
bllilies, it might have been expected 
thui circular 6/86 would have paid 
careful attention id the organization of 
INSET nt national level. In, fact, its. 
solution to national level urganEzaiiun 
n&4 a monolithic simplicity - “All 
ipower to the Secretary of State".

'deaf ear to calls from many sectors of 
the education service, the Secretary of

A recent 
National Union of Teachers' deputa- 
J'On ‘O die DES on the subject of 
INSET received the distinct impress- 
ion that there was little point pursuing 
such an outlandish idea.

The Secretary of Slate’s motives for 
resisting, at least for the present, the 
idea of a national consultative commit- 
tee can only be guessed at. One 
possible explanation is that, in the light 
of the various conflicts between him 
and the teaching profession, the 
Secretory of State fears opening what 
might be another front. 

If this Is in fact his view, then he is 
mistaken. There is a great deal of 
common ground on INSET. The 
Secretary of State needs to be made 
aware, if he is not already, that, 
without -effective INSET, he cpnnoi 
achieve marly of the changes ho wishes 
to bring ubout in our schools. 

The full involvement of higher 
education institutions is also essential 
if ACSET is to adequately meet the 
needs of the service. Above all, INSET 
is vital for teachers themselves if they 
nje to develop their skills and advance 
their careers. A. national consultative 
committee on INSET would therefore 
almost certainly succeed for the simple 
reason that all partners In the educa- . 
tlon service would desire its success. 

That this fear is tbe reason for his 
reluctance to establish a national con- 
sultative committee on INSET Is pure 
Spccuiution. But, until tlie Secretary of 
Stale spells out dearly and articulately 
the case against such h Committee, 
speculation ubout Ids moves will con- 
tinue. A refusal to make the case 
against will be perceived in the educa- 
tion world as an Indication of a lack of 
confidence. A confident Secretaiy of ,

The list of changes made by this 
Government which nave increased the 
power of the centre is a long one and 
need not be reeled out again.

Tlus is not the place to enter into a 
debate about the rights and wrongs of 
centralization. What is clear is that 
some changes can be effectively 
brought about by centra! direction or 
intervention; Education Support 
Grants or the Micro-Electronics Pro-

ther changes, even if directed from 
the centre, cannot be effectively deli- 
vered without genuine partnership. 

The INSET revolution is a classic 
case of the latter. While it may not be 
possible to persuade the present Gov- 
ernment that partnership and de- 
volved responsibility are the best route 
to educational progress, it would be 
refreshing if the Secretary of State 
could at least discriminate between 
centralist interventions which only re- 
quire a modicum of support m a local 
level and those, such as INSET, (hat 
require Fully-blown partnership.

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The qunlity of school health services 
has declined in the past seven years, 
says the politically controversial final 
report from the Health Education 
Council - which was wound up on 
Wednesday. 

Expenditure on child and pre-school 
healtn services varies five-fold be- 
tween the best and worst health dis- 
tricts, with little or no correlation 
between spending and community 
needs. 

An increased proportion of children 
from families of the unemployed and 
unskilled is suffering diseases related 
to poor nutrition, according to the 
HEC report , 77ie Health Divide, which 
is at the centre of a Parliamentary row 
following attempts by the Government 
and senior health advisers to stifle 
publicity. 

The primary claim of the report, 
which is an update on the 1980 Black 
Report on inequalities in health, is that 
the health gap between rich and poor 
has deteriorated since 1979. It blames 
increased unemployment and poverty. 

Similar attempts were made tohusn- 
up the report by Sir Douglas Black, 
and many see The Health Divide as the 
last act of defiance by the HEC which 
has been replaced by the Govemment- 
nominated Health Education Authority.

The Black Report recommended 
preventive health-care measures in- - 
eluding a revitalized school health 
service with strategics for surveillance, 
free school meals as a right, non- 
means-tested milk for couples with 
their first child and an enlarged school 
programme of health education. 

However, the Government rejected 
the recommendations as “unrealisti- 
cally expensive" and now critics of its 
policies will latch on to the HEC report 
for ammunition. 

School education programmes 
appear to be the only recommendation 
in the Black Report to have succeeded. 
“Despite past Omilations on funding, 
health education has developed con- 
siderably, particularly in the school 
sector," the new report says. 

“As for the school health service, 
there is great concern that the quality 
of the service has actually declined or is 
not fulfilling its full potential.” 

Cuts in school meals following Gov- 
ernment legislation are seen as a grave 
cause for concern. The number of 
children living in "extreme poverty" 
doubled between 1976 and 1983 to 
400,000. School meals as a source of 
“free nutrition” are in jeopardy in 
many authorities.

The leader of Sheffield City Coun- 
cil, Mr David niimketl, u member of 
Liilimir's Notion nl Executive Commit- 
tee, is currently arguing with his NEC 
colleagues that the puriy should go on 
the offensive in an attempt lo contain 
the sustained Conservative attack on 
"loony left" socialist councils. 

The HMJ report provides him with 
much-needed ammunition and lie 
could not huve wished Tor better 
liming. The HMl inspection was ear- 
ned out two years ugo, but publication 
has been delayed until now - five 
weeks before trie local elections. 

The Conservatives arc determined 
to make the record of Labour author- 
ities an election issue both in May and 
ut the next general election. They will 
concentrate their attack on a number 
of London authorities, including 
Brent, Haringey, Ealing and the Inner 
London Education Authority. 

An HMl report on Brent, specially 
commissioned by Mr Kenneth Bnker, 
is scheduled to be published a week or 
so before the May elections and the 
- Conservatives are expected to make 
much political capital out of it. 

Mr Neil Kinnock, the Labour lead- 
er, has made public his impatience 
with Brent and other hard-left author- 
ities, and shares Mr Blunkett's desire 
to-conccntrate attention on the Labour 
success stories. The Sheffield HMl 
report is a godsend for him. 

The report says that education in 
Sheffield's schools demonstrates a

The HMl was particularly impressed 
hy the attention given lo science, 
health education, home studies and 
environmental education in primary 
schools. 

’Hie inspectors observed “outstand- 
ing work" in nursery and in (ant schools

und the excellent use of practical 
activities." 

In secondary schools there was “a 
great deal of suund and conscientious 
work”. Particularly good was the 
geography teaching and the work car- 
ricdoui in personal nnd social develop- 
ment. 

The authority is congratulated hy 
HMl for its efforts to develop links 
with industry. 

Shortcomings noted by HMl were 
weaknesses in the physical, creative 
work in the primary sector and some 
poor work in modern languages in the 
comprehensive*. 

The report notes that Sheffield is a 
high- spending authority “but by no 
means extravagant”. 

Mr lilunkctt hailed (he report as a 
vindication of the city's socialist poli- 
cies. “It is staggering that wc have 
managed to maintain our standards in 
the face of Tory cuts - but we are not 
cumplacent. There is still a great deal 
to be done. 

“It is significant that, although we 
are the fourth largest city in the 
country, Mr Baker is not trying lo 
impose a CTC on us. That must be 
because he knows how high our educa- 
tional standards are.”

The harsh 
truth of 
being 
surplus 

A tap on the shoulder from an unex- 
pected visitor (o a field studies course 
told 28-year-old geography teacher 
Paul Brennan he was no longer needed 
at his school. 

Mr Drenmin has heen a Scale 1 
geography and graphics teacher at 
Parliament lllll scliuul In north London 
for seven years. The deputy head drove 
down to CranlelRli In Surrey where he 
whs taking pupils on a week s course lo 
let him know he had heen selected Tor 
redeployment. 

“He never said anything because we 
are not co-operating In the scheme, lie 
put a hand on my shoulder just as wc 
were leaving a class with the students.

Maths teacher Tony BuUlfint was 
TAANed on Friday, March 13. "I was 
called Into the head's office and told I 
would be one of the people whn would 
move,” he said. 

Mr Buttiflnt, aged 25; came Into 
teaching slightly laic und served a 
probationary year In Wandsworth be- 
fore moving lo Cnmdeit girls’ school In 
nurlh London last September.

Art teacher Tom O'Rourke was one 
of two staff in his department at 
Hampstead school lo be TAANed. “I 
was quite shocked. I feel very dis- 
appointed. I hove been very happy 


tberc for 15 years and, I think, a 
successful teacher. 

"I linve never had ambitions to be 
more than a classroom teacher. At my 
age, 51, 1 don’t see myself going to any 
other school, given the choke.” 

The art department will lose two out 
of Its five stuff under the redeployment 
scheme. Class sizes will Increase from 
about 15 to 30. 

Mr O'Rourke has received no official 
communication from the Inner London 
Education Authority about the alterna- 
tives facing him - retraining, voluntary 
severance, or a switch lo another 
school. 

Under the redeployment exercise, 
teachers are being randomly selected 
by their heads If two or more staff 
members are eligible for a move. 

Disturbance allowances of £1 ,000 are 
being offered lo encourage voluntary 
redeployment. There are nearly 1,300 
surplus teachers in the secondary sec- 
tor but - paradoxically - some schools 
are still having difficulty in recruiting 
staff. 


When Sir Keith Joseph, during his 
time at the Department of Education 
and Science considered, and then 
rejected, vouchers, it looked as if the 
moderates had won the day.

Common views were held ahoul the 
need for a wider choice of first foreign 
Inngungc, the ngo at which a second 
foreign language should be made avail- 
able, and the need lor local education 
authorities and schools to have foreign 
language policies. 

Slightly more than two-fifths of 
pupils take a foreign language after 14. 
“It is, at least, an increase on the figure 
of one-third quoted up to two years 
ago," he told the annual conference of 
the Joint Council of Language Asso- 


ciations, attended by 1,000 people at 
Hull University this week. 

“Virtually all pupils can leant a 
foreign language up to the age of 16. 
The challenge is to teach them effec- 
tively so that they can fulfil their 
potential," he said. 

But he warned against searching for 
‘ another panacea" The history of 
foreign language teaching was strewn 
with them - primary French and the 
language laboratory, graded objec- 
tives and tests, language awareness 
and taster courses - all worthwhile but 
“nut the solution to all our problems". 

One benefit of a compulsory foreign 
jungiiuee was that hoys would no 
longer he nbk* to drop oiit. At present, 
girls outnumbered boys in 16-plus 
modern language examinations by 
three to two. “Compulsion, of course, 
is not the complete answer, though the 
HMI inanity into schools which had a 
foreign language in the core curricu- 
lum did reveal remarkably positive 
attitudes among boys." 

'Hie inspectors’ report highlights 
positive developments in schools in- 
cluding increasing emphasis on verbal 
skills nml new assessment techniques 
which reward candidates for their 
ability to use the language. 

Modem courses were more lively 
ami interesting than used to be the 
ease, suid Mr Salter. But there was still 
too much emphasis on role play rather 
than equipping pupils with language 
which enabled them to talk about 
themselves and their interests.

Surely any science nr geography 
department can budget about £40 for a 
UoSAT receiver nodule, nr, £150 ready 
made which makes 58 educational 
experiments possible; from around £200 
you cun buy an entire NOAA weather 
satellite ground station package, 
enabling visible und infra red images of 
Europe lo be received. Prices have 
dramatically dropped over the last year. 

From my own limited experience 
work with satellites offers a unique and 
exciting cross curricular activity. 

Currently pupils in Wirral arc 
experimenting with the transmission of 
16 colour satellite images down the 
phone line. All secondary schools and 
five primuty schools arc on The Times 
Network for Schools nnd can receive un 
infra-red nictcosni image updated 
weekly. 

Should ANY USER also wish to 
download the weekly image, details arc 
available under the METEOROLOGY 
und SPACE SCIENCE section of the 
National Database, together with an 
interpretation sheet and pupils exercises. 

The international developments taking 
place in electronic mail will allow the 
exchange of images around the world. 
Britain could certainly take a lead in the 
educational developments associated 
with the new technologies required in 
image processing.

Ws hope that Modem Language 
advisers will continue to work with 
TTNS lo find suitable Europeans to 
communicate with, electronically.

One of the most exciting aspects of 
Electronic Mail on TTNS is the ability 
for international links to be established. 
Over the past year there have been a 
variety of ongoing projects 
demonstrating the educational benefits 
of this type of linkup. The latest project 
was a link up between a school in Wales 
and a school in Germany. Roger 
Mill ward takes up the story. 

St. Richard Gwyn school in Clwyd, 
Wales has strong links with its twinned 
school in Germany. The school in 
Menden was excited by our suggestion 
of cementing this link by using electronic 
mail. 

Deutsche Bundcspost (the German 
equivalent of ET) have an electronic mail 
service which is compatible with TTNS. 
called TELEBOX, located in Manhcim. 
The school in Menden identified a 
potential sponsor to help fund and 
advertise the day, Telebox offered 
equipment and technical support. March 
19th was selected as the demonstration 
day and it was arranged that I should go 
to Menden lo ensure the educational and 
technical success of the day. The Tfelebox 
representative gave a half hour talk 
outlining the capabilities of their system 
and the attendant costs and then 
proceeded to quickly familiarise the 
German students with the Telebox 
system. 

The topics for discussion had 
previously been negotiated between Mrs 
Lynne Femhead in Fflint, Wales and 
Herr Oliver Brasse in Menden, 
Germany. The students of St Richard 
Gwyn had therefore prepared 
information and questions concerning 
leisure activities, employment, banking 
facilities, and issues concerning local 



and regional population. A further topic 
for discussion was the schools system, 
this covered examinations, subjects and 
enreer choices and school leaving ages. 

Educationalists on both sides of (he 
channel were impressed try the resulting 
motivation and the intensity with which 
the students worked. In St. Richard 
Gwyn, it was organised that Business 
Studies students did the word 
processing, language students the 
translating, humanities students the 
research, and computer studies students 
the data transfer. The work centred 
around GCSE modem languages and 
humanities topics and as such was 
treated as an integral port of the course 
- not just as an interesting lunchtime 
event I All students sent messages in their 
own language to provide authentic first- 
language scarce material. 

Both of the German schools involved 
are now fully convinced of the 
educational value of regular international 
communications using electronic mail, 
and are actively lobbying for central 
support from the German Department 
of Education and Telebox. 

The link up, although having to 
overcome a number of technical 
difficulties, was seen to be an 
unqualified success. There are already 
plans to repeat and expand this particular 
linkup in the near future.

A centre of attention 


The centre’s philosophy Ls to Involve 
parents and rccognl/e their rights 


Parents of children with special needs 
should be supported tnrough the 
sometimes harrowing assessment and 
sta Cementing procedure, the House of 
Commons Select Committee on 
Education has heard, as it takes evi- 
dence about the implementation of the 
1981 Education Act. 

But at the Kids Centre - a voluntare 
agency for families with special needs 
children in the London borough of 
Camden - the concept has already 
been translated and extended into 
practice in two very different but 
complementary ways. 

Tne centre’s philosophy is to i nvolvc 
parents and recognize their rights. A 
'key worker”, a member of staff who 
gets involved with particular families 
from the earliest stage (half of the 
children nrc of pre-school age) - 
continues to offer support as the 
youngsters grow up. 

More unusual, perhaps, is the Pa- 
rent Support Link Service based on the 
principle that pn rents who have learnt 
to cope with their children 's disabilities 
arc often the best equipped to under- 
stand and help those still trying to. 

The idea of the Link Service, which 
was set up three years ago with funds 
from the Department of Health and 
Soaal Security Under-Fives Initiative, 
is simple. "Parents often want to meet 
another family just to see that a happy 
family life is possible," Dr Naomi 
Dale, the centre’s director, said. 

Not that the so-called “befrienders" 


and "new parents” are simply paired 
off and left to sort things out between 
themselves. Dr Dale recalled the dis- 
astrous occasion before the Link Ser- 
vice was formally set up when a new 
parent devastated a befriender by 
announcing she wanted her child 
adopted.” 

To minimize the potential risks, the 
befrienders - volunteers drawn from 
the centre's 120 families - are put 
through preparation courses designed 
to help them deal with their own 
painful feelings, teach them counsell- 
ing skills and make them aware of the 
demanding situations that can arise. 

Bronwcn, whose five-year-old son 
Luke is autistic, put herself forward os 
a befriender to help others avoid the 
isolntion she had felt when her child 
was diagnosed. "1 didn’t know where 
to turn, she remembered. “My hus- 
band wasn't there when he was di- 
agnosed. Your friends and relatives 
commiserate with you, but they don’t 
how you actually feel. 

“When you start coming here and 
talking to other mums, you realize 
what you Feel is very common to 
people m similar circumstances. If I 
can help someone to get through that 
part of it, [ think it’s worthwhile." 
Margaret, aged 22, whose toddler

Since the SSCU was set up in 1981 to 
recommend plans for a balanced Sci- 
ence for All approach, schools have 
been inundated with demands for 
changes ranging from the Technical 
and vocational Education Initiative to 
AS levels, from modular science to the 
GCSE. 

Next week secs the hunch of long- 
awaited Science for All documents, 
including a directory of resource male- 
rials for schools, a guide for parents 
and governors and 1 2 detailed curricu- 
lum guides. It marks the official end of 
Phase 2 of the review, that of curricu- 
lum development, and the start of 
Phase 3 - dissemination.

More specifically, the DES state- 
ment said: “The implementation of 
these policies requires sufficient 
teachers with the knowledge and skills 
necessary to teach science across the 
ability range in primary and secondary 
schools."

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Single-subject sciences should be abo- 
lished, says Mrs Sue Duncan, head of 
science at a large Durham comprehen- 
sive school and leader of a research 
project for the Secondary Science 
Curriculum Review. 

“We need a national edict - no more 
single subjects. How else can wc arrive 
at a sensible policy of 2(1 per cent 
maximum science for all? How else do 
we stop the terrible time-wasting and 
unnecessary duplication of studies that 
the segregation of sciences produces?” 

Mrs Duncan is one of hundreds of 
teachers in 80 local education author- 
ities who - since 1983 - have been 
beavering away to produce a national 
directory of locally-developed curricu- 
lum materials aimed at revolutionizing 
school science. 

Like most others involved in the 
SSCR work, she is swimming against a 
strong tide of tradition: parental press- 
ures, the reluctance of individual 
schools and local cducnlion authorities 
to experiment for fear of failure, nnd 
dlitist pressures to “stay single" from 
some quarters of higher education. 

Nor did the arrival of the GCSE 
help, in her view. "It has reinforced the 
idea of separate sciences and nppenrs 
to conflict with the DES document on 
5-16 science. “A little more co-opera- 
tion between GCSE subject panels in 
physics, chemistry nnd biology might 
nave helped.” 

The examining bodies point out that 
they have approved Mode I syllabuses 
offering a 20 per cent science program- 
me and some Mode 3 schemes. A 
i working party was also recently set up 
by the SSCR to develop GCSE criteria 
for combined sciences. 

But teachers such ns Mrs Duncan 
' insist this was an afterthought, not a 
curriculum lead, and that it dues not 
tackle the prejudices which favour

The research "made me more aware 
of language nnd reading age” , snid Mrs 
Duncan. Science at Work is meant for 
slow learners, but the language is too 
hard. We tend to lump slow learners 
and low nttniners together in the same 
category; being able to tell the differ- 
ence between the two at an early stage 
helps the teacher as well as the pupil. 

Early spin-offs from the review work 
include a computerized dictionary of 
scientific terms, in large type, for the 
partially sighted. “It helps slow lear- 
ners whose difficulties often stem from 
rending problems,” she said. 

Teachers still persist, however, in 
their doubts about combined or mmlu- 
£ lar science, she said. "While the 
| Durham advisory service lias promised 
s to buy a complete set of review 
£ materials for every science depart- 
*" met it, it seems no closer to making n 
total switch from single subjects." 

Another obstacle faced by the SSCR 
was the industrinl action. Ihc most 
committed members of the teams were 
often those most supportive of the 
action. As a member of the National 
Association of Schnolmastcr^UniiMi 
of Women Teachers. Mrs Duncan wns 
ninong them. 

However, she is still convinced that 
a policy of Science for All can succeed . 
i provided national efforts are sustained 
and the good work of the review is 
taken seriously. That will mean tack- 
I ling the discrepancy between the Gov- 
i ernment’s espoused policy and the 
continuing high profile given to single 
i subjects. 


the battle over strategy - but not the 
money," said Dr West. Nevertheless, 
even before Phase 3, he believes the 
SSCR has had a strong influence. "If 
we had not had the review, 1 think we 
would now be facing a major inquiry 
into the teaching of science." 

Financial worries have haunted the 
work. Seven regional consultative 
committees were set up to initiate 
projects and the response was over- 
whelming. But as Mr Kirkham said: 
“They just about have funds to travel 
and find a place to meet." 

Many projects will find problems in 
the dissemination phase because they 
cannot afford to publish results. “It 
would be nice to offer them financial 
support. 1 can initiate nothing without 
getting someone else to fund it." 

While industry and many l.e.a.s 
have provided cash, and the new 
Grant- Related In-Service Training 
(GRIST) arrangements offer some 
hope, the immediate problems lie in 
the fact that the Phase 3 funding was 
estimated three years ago, covers only 
administrative salary costs, and makes 
little allowance for inflation. 

He accepts that the SCDC has done 
more than its best since the Govern- 
ment hns laid such tight constraints on 
the funding of long-term development 

K roiects. The directory of resources is 
a!f the size hoped for, although it will 
be expanded later this year when those 
who have purchased it will be given 
updates. 

“Ironically, were it not for the 
teachers' industrial action we would be 
in an even more embarrassing position 
because we would have more stuff 
produced and no money to publish," 
Mr Kirkham said. Fortunately for the 
review, work has gained a momentum 
which the hundreds of teacher-resear- 
chers say they will sustain. 

Economic pressures to reorganize 
science - with falling pupil rolls, staff 
reductions and the crisis of teacher 
shortages - also helped. Topic work 
and team teaching hns grown in popu- 
larity. 

Topic work proliferates in the new 
curriculum materials - for example, in 
one school, the science department 
looks at a subject such as water

HMI signals 
good practice

Effective primary teachers are not 
“hidebound by fashionable ideas ab- 
out how children are supposed to 
learn’’, says HM Inspectorate in a 
glossy colour booklet on good primary 
practice, intended for a wide audience. 

“The curriculum in primary schools 
has frequently been discussed in terms 
of activity and experience, yet the 
good practice observed suggests that 


Good teachers use a variety of 
methods to develop children’s know- 
ledge, skills, concepts, and attitudes, 
according to the booklet. A lot of 
effective teaching was seen where staff 
dealt with a whole class or teaching 
group. The best practice was seen in 
schools with agreed aims and curricu- 
lum guidelines. Work was supported 
by sufficient and varied resources, 
built up by good long-term manage- 
ment. 

■ Classrooms were informal - but the 
informality was geared to teaching 
children to behave responsibly and to 
persevere with the task in hand. Chil- 


schools with fewer than 21 children 
amounting to £1 .510 per head, neigh- 
bouring Gwynedd is also reviewing the 
position of its rural primaries.

Lord Young, the Employment Secret- 
ary, this week issued a challenge to 
purely academic higher education 
Courses. 

He said that all students should be 
given instruction in “enterprise", in- 
cluding how to read a balance sheet 
and keen books. 

Lord Young, who was speaking al a 
Careers Research and Advisory Cen- 
tre conference in Cambridge, hinted at 
radical reforms in higher education 
designed to foster the entrepreneurial 
spin! among undergraduates. 

But he later dismissed reports that 
the Government is planning to use 
Manpower Services Commission 
money to fund a major spending 
programme in universities ana 
polytechnics. 

Despite Lord Young's denial, 
however, his speech gave weight to 
rumours that the Government is plan- 
ning changes in addition to thusc set 
out in this week's While Paper on 
higher education, involving both the 
departments of education and employ- 
ment. He said schools, colleges, poly- 
technics and universities, must recog- 
nize the importance of links with the 
business world. 

He criticized many Btudents for 
holding n “gentlemen and plnycrs” 
altitude tu enreers. Industry and edu- 
cationists needed to work together to 
encourage Ihe entrepreneurial spirit 
throughout the whole community. 

The taxpayer was looking For sub- 
stantial returns from the £3.3 billion a 
year invested in higher education. 
Lord Young recommended three ways

the idea of business enterprise and 
graduates should be encouraced to 
take up careers in industry ana com- 
merce;

□ Industry should make sure the ini- 
tial investment by higher education 
was not wasted by continuing to edu- 
cate, train and develop its graduate 
recruits. 

“I think it is vital that we take arts 
graduates and leach them hookkeep- 
ing. Let them go out into the world 
with their fmely-tuned minds, but let 
them be prepared for the world of 
work,” he said. 

Earlier, Mr Christopher Ball, War- 
den of Kcble College, Oxford, and 
chairman of the National Advisory 
Body, warned that the most serious 
challenge was in further education. 

"Our task in higher education is to 
increase participation rates from 14 
per cent to 18 per cent. But even if we 
were to get the rate up to 2U per cent, 
there would still be nft per cent un- 
accounted for. 

“If we are going to do something 
about the 80 per cent it is important 
that wc reach them through the FE 
system," he said.

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Drugs test for 
teachers raises 

union fury 


If Edwin Meese. the US Attorney- 
General, gets his way, American 
schoolteachers may have to submit to 
compulsory drugs testing. 

Speaking at the University uf Missis- 
sippi. Mr Mecse said: “We in the 
Department of Justice view freedom 
from drugs ns a valid condition of 
employ ment for schou I teachers.” His 
statement Inis drawn ini mediate criti- 
cism from tJic biggest unions for 
teachers, mid is being regarded scepti- 
cally by the Education Department. 

Mr Me esc, however, is suiting ac- 
tion to his words. He Inis filed a brief 
before the New York Stale Appeals 
Court on behalf of a sehool ilist r icl 
which is seeking to submit probation- 
ary teachers to drug tests as a condition 
of tenure. 

’Hie union representing (he prob- 
ationers, an affiliate of the American 
E'cderation of Teachers, won an in- 
junction against the practice in the 
lower courts on the grounds that 
mandatory drugs testing without a 
cause for suspicion is unconstitutional 
and a violation of privacy. 

The Mecse brief, however, claims 
thill "probationary teachers are likely 
to fall within cite age group of the 
general population showing the high- 
est incidence of illicit drug use. Thus, 
school authorities cannot he indiffe- 
rent to the possibility that the teachers 
they hire may not be immune to the 
drug problem.''

Many of the 2,245 places at St George’s 
schools in the autumn will be token up 
by children who have been on a waiting 
list for two years. The bulk of the 
remainder will almost certainly be 
given to whiles, in line with the desegra- 
tion policy. 

By design, the St George's magnet 
school scheme is not adequate to meet 
the demand. Of the 102,500 pupils In 
the area, 61 per cent are black, und the 
magnet system was dreamed up to 
achieve desegregation. 

When the scheme was first launched 
in St George's, children were selected 
by lottery.

Little ones and liberties 


A surjmse attack on several porno- 
graphic magazines by Charles Pasqua, 
the controversial Interior Minister, bn 
the grounds that they are a "danger to 
the young”, has reopened the old 
censorship debate in France and pro- 
voked another split in Prime Minister 
Jaqucs Chirac's conservative govern- 
ment. 

M. Pasqua has acted on the basis of 
almost forgotten regulations intro- 
duced in 1949 protecting minors from 
publications "constituting a danger to 
the young because of their emphasis on 
crime and violence". 

His Director for Public Liberties at 
the Interior Ministry. M. Dominique 
Latourncric, has -written to warn a 
dozen or more magazines of impend- 
ing restrictions that would effectively 
prevent ihcir distribution. 

M. Pnsqua’s sudden severity is said 
to have been prompted by letters from 
Parisians to their mayor, M. Chirac, 
protesting at the proliferation of “soft 
pom’’ magazines which nre hung all 
over news-stands. People have also 
been shocked by the recent appear- 
ance of licentious advertisements on 
largo hoardings. 

Reaction to the censorship revival 
has been lively. M Francois Leotard, 
the Minister for Culture and Com- 
munications, who frequently adopts a 
less authoritarian stance on social 
issues than his colleagues, said that the 
1949 regulations were “totally out of 
step" with present-day society. The 
uneasy 1 ’cohabitation” between a con- 
servative government and a socialist 
president was strained once more 
when President Mitterrand said he was 
“brainst censorship of any kind”. 

Asked to comment on M. Leotard's 
remarks, he replied with a smile that 
he was "completely in step with all

Colin Harding on 
reasons for 
student unrest 

Violent student demonstrations in two 
Venezuelan cities recently have come 
as a harsh reminder that this oil-rich 
country has a large population of 
educated young people with high ex- 
pectations that a declining economy 
cannot satisfy. 

The university population doubled 
virtually overnight during the oil boom 
of the mid-1970s, to more than 300,000 
students in a total population of about 
17 million. 

At that time, the state was able to 
generate a seemingly unlimited num- 
ber of white-collar jobs in public sector 
industries and the civil service. But 
seven years of stagnation have pushed 
the unemployment rate up from 
almost nil to 15 per cent, and a mood of 
despair is spreading through the cam- 
puses. 

The economic recession has pro- 
voked few protests among a popula- 
tion that has grown accustomed to 
prosperity, and the fierceness of the 
outbursts in Merida and then Caracas 
took many people by surprise. 

The universities had remained shel- 
tered from the worst effects of the 
austerity measures forced upon Presi- 
dent Jaime Lusinchi's social democra- 
tic government; education still claimed 
the biggest allocation of all in the 1987 
budget, and almost half of that went to 
the universities. 

Street riots were touched off in the 
Andean city of Merida when Luis 


Carballo, a 26-year-old engineering 
student, was shot dead during end-of- 
exams celebrations. The university's 
35,000 students were in uproar for four 
days; the Army, was eventually 
brought in to quell them. Two hundred 
people were arrested, and 150 injured, 
in the disturbances, which caused 
damage worth about £1.3 million. 

Students at the Central University in 
Caracas, the countiy’s biggest higher 
education centre, founded in 1725, 
planned a protest march in support of

Deaf children In Tabora, Tanzania, 
will soon be expressing themselves 
more fluently, when a teacher from 
East Sussex completes the first Swahili 
book of sign language. 

Roy Hall, a teacher of the deaf for 20 
years and on author of sign language 
books in English and Thai, went to 
Tabora teacher training college in 19B5 
with Voluntary Services Overseas to 
train teachers of (he blind, deaf and 
mentally retarded. 

He found the handicapped were still 
feared by the community In case their 
disabilities spread to other children. 
The deaf were only taught speech 
reading, which limited their chance to 
communicate with the complete lan- 
guage. 

During his two-year contract, 
through observation and discussion 
with deaf friends, teachers and chil- 
dren, Roy Hall drew up a list of 
regional and national signs for different 
parts or speech. When there was no 
Tanzanian sign, the group discussed 
application of the International code.

The sign dictionary of over 1,000 
signs is the first to be compiled in any 
African language. It will help primary 
age children in the Swahlll-speaklng 
countries of Tanzania, Kenya and 
Uganda to communicate using basic 
grammnr.

an altogether wider concept for most teachers. 
Even the best test can only sample a narrow range 
of rcading behaviours. 

The idea that the reading development of a 
group of children can be adequately represented 
by a mean standardized test score of, say, 96 is 
rather hard to swallow, the more so when onc 
examines the tests in detail. 

NFER Reading Test A, used in the research on 
both projects, is a silent sentence-completion 
group reading test in which children have to fill 
gaps in sentences by identifying the correct word 
or phrase from several choices available. 

A recent study I carried out with Joe McNally 
found that many working-class children could not 
get the right answer even when the items were 
read out to them, but middle-class children had 
much less difficulty. 

Clearly, the test measures something more 
than reading ability (as any reasonable lest is 
bound to do), and that extra something may be 
cultural understanding. It follows that even if 
children's reading improves, their test scores 
might not. 

Although it is important to investigate whether 
children are hcitcr readers ns a result of parental 
involvement wc need to be critical about the way 
rending is to lie assessed and we need to be readier 
than we have been to develop more appropriate 
forms of assessment. 

There are in any case alternative ways of 
evaluating parental involvement in the teaching 
of reading. Onc is to examine the take-up of 
whatever programme is offered to parents. 
Another is to seek the views of those parents, 
teachers und children who participate in a 
programme using such traditional trails of educa- 
tional research as observation, interviews und 
surveys. Aspects of involvement, such ns home- 
school communications and how parents hear 
children rend, can he cxnmined against our 
expectations of good practice. 

All these methods have been employed in 
evaluating the Belficld Project nnd several in- 
teresting findings have emerged from my work 
with Angela Jackson, Jo Weinberger and Beryl 


and teachers have been very positive and the 
overall conclusions should encourage schools to 
continue to develop parental involvement. 

A final report is soon to be published jointly by 
the National Children's Bureau and Belficld 
Community Council.

T he research evidence that parental help 
is effective in improving reading skills is 
of two kinds. Studies of working-class 
children attending schools without pa- 
rent involvement schemes have found that chil- 
dren who received most help at home had 
Significantly higher rending scores in the top 
infants than those who received less help. 

The second kind uf evidence conics from 
studies, here and in the United Stutcs, in which 
attempts were mndc to get all parents to henr their 
children read at home several times a week. 

In the best known British study, enrried out in 
Haringey from the Thomus Comm Research 
Unit, at the end of two years of parental 
involvement 66 per cent of the children were 
rending at or above the national average, com- 
pared with 29 percent in parallel "control" classes 
in the same schools. Only 6 per cent were poor 
readers, with scores of 84 or less, compared with 
17 per cent In the control classes. 

At the age of 11, the “parent involvement 
children" still did signficanlly better in reading 
tests than the control children. 

However, the findings of our recent study in 32 


carefully at the essential components of parent 
involvement schemes. 

Wc found that it was rarely possible to speak nf 
n school's parent involvement policy, us practices 
varied from year to year, depending on the views 
of the particular class teacher. 

In each year of infant schooling the teachers in 
15 or 16 schools sent books home with all the 
children at least three nights a week, but there 
were only six schools where this practice was 
followed throughout the infant school. 

Wc* related the reading progress of 209 children 
in 32 schools to the extent of parent involvement 
in the schools they attended, over a thrcc-ycnr 
pcriuil. allowing for initial differences in reading 
ability. 

Wc divided the schools into three groups: one 
where books were sent home with all the children 
ut least three times a week throughout the infant 
school (six schools); one where this practice was 
never followed (eight schools); and an intermedi- 
ate group of 18 schools where the practice was 
followed for only one or two of the infant years. 

The average reading scores of the top children 
in these groups, having taken into account their 
initial rcading skills on entering infant school, 
were almost the same. 

One explanation for this finding could he that, 
irrespective of the teachers' policies, parents gave 
their children similar amounts of help. This, in 
fuel, proved to be the case. 

We interviewed u subs ample of 156 parents 
each year for three years to ask, amongst other 
matters, about the extent of help they gnve their 
children with rcading. About half of these parents 
were white und half were of Afro-Cnribbean 
origin. Wc found a high level of parental help, 
irrespective of ethnic origin. 

Forty nine per cent of parents heard their 
children read at least three limes u week through- 
out the infant school, and only 8 per cent had 
never heard them read more often than once a 
week. 

The frequency of parental help did not depend 
on the teacher's parent involvement policy. 
Parents heard their children read just as much, or 
just as little, in schools where books were sent 
home frequently as in those where they were not. 

Most parents wanted to be involved in helping 
their children, nnd saw such help ns valuable and 
important. But again, we found small, not 
statistically significant differences in the reading 
scores of children who had received different 
amounts of help. 

The group who had received the most frequent 
and regular help throughout infant school and the 
group who had received the least help both had 
mean reading scores of 95, and this was the 
overall reading score of the whole sample at the 
end of the top infant year. 

The proportion of poor readers (rcading scores 
of 84 or less) was high - 25 percent. Slightly fewer 
of these children (63 per cent) were receiving 
frequent parental help compared to the above 
average readers (76 per cent) but, again, this 
difference was not statistically significant. 

One possible explanation is that parental help 
with reading only succeeds if it is part of a 
carefully planned approach. Sending reading 
books home with all children at frequent inter- 
vals, and establishing regular communication 
channels with parents, undoubtedly demands a 
high level of organization on the part of the 
teacher. And sending the same book home every 
night, for example, may simply provide the child 
with extra practice with already familiar words. 
Improvement cannot be expected unless parents 
are involved in helping the child to progress to 
more advanced reading. 

Parental involvement may only be effective if 
extra staff are available to support both parent 
and teacher. In the Haringey project, the resear- 
chers worked with the teachers and visited 
parents at home twice a term to observe home 
reading and offer help nnd encouragement. 
Without extra support, some teachers may devote 
less time than before to reading, believing that the 
job cun be largely left to parents. 

Certainly, wc found evidence that little time in 
! school was spent rcading. Our observations in top 
i infant classes showed that only 2 to 3 per cent of 
I the school day was spent by the children in any 
form of rcading. 

It would be wrong to conclude from our study 
i that parents cannot help to improve reading. Bul 
r our findings do suggest thm wc need to look more 

i closely at what is going on in successful, and less 
successful, parent involvement schemes to iden- 
i tify the features that make them effective.

Withdrawal symptoms 


D avid is tint yet seven but already his 
teacher has referred him to the educa- 
tional psychologist. She feels that he is 
“disruptive and destructive”: he can’t 
sit still during story time and is slow to obey 
instructions. She feels he is ’•immature" with poor 
motor control which causes him difficulty with his 
writing and drawing. 

When 1 look ut David, using video, the picture 
that emerges is rather different. I see a cheerful, 
lively child who is dearly frustrated by the formal 
teaching style adopted hy his teacher. When he 
fidgets during story time, it is because he has 
heard the story several times before and is bored. 
He is at his best during periods of activity such us 
PE where he conies across as creative and 
energetic. On a simple level, when we look 
closely we sec that lie is using a broken-ofi pencil 
which he has trouhlc holding. He is trying to fit his 
drawing onto u small piece of paper and inevitably 
the result is cramped and distorted. 

David's story is a familiar one to those working 
in special needs. Although his tcuchcr is anxious 
to do Iter best for him. her approach centres on 
finding out what is "wrong” with him. This deficit 
approach points David out as a problem, which 
can only be resolved by recourse to outside help 
from '•experts” Midi as the psychologist. While 
Duvid may need help with specific ureas of the 
curriculum, the deficit approach prevents his 
teacher from looking more closely at her own 
dussroom nnd whnt is going on there, in un effort 
to improve his school performance. 

In this particular classroom, small modifica- 1 
tions could hnvr made a hig difference to wluit 
David achieved in schuul and, consequently, io 
his teacher's view of him. More Informal, practi- 
cal activities would have given him scope to use 
some of his energy. A larger piece of paper and a 
large crayon would have resolved many of his 
difficulties with “motor control”. A new and 
exciting story would have won buck bis wandering 
attention at the end ot the day. 

But sadly, the deficit approach has a strong 
hold on many teachers' views of special needs. 
The approach is a quasi- medical one, as cun be 
seen from the pseudo-medical terminology ap- 
plied to special needs “cases". The child's 
problem involves diagnosis, treatment and, 
perhaps cure. Often this cure involves removal 
from the classroom to the care of “experts" in 
“reading clinics” or “units”. Eventually, once the 
remedy has worked, the child can rejoin his 
friends in the mainstream class, which, so the 
deficit model implies, has been functioning 
healthily while lie has been away.

S ince the 1981 Education Act there has 
been a move away from withdrawing 
Children for remedial help towards sup- 
porting the class teacher, who is now 
expected to work with all children with special 
needs within the class. 

This has been partly done to save money. But 
there arc also philosophical reasons. Withdrawal 
teaching is thought by some to isolate children. 
There is also some evidence to suggest that it docs 
little to improve long-term test scores. 

However, removing children for remedial help 
remains popular with many class teachers and 
continues In schools. 

In a survey of local education authorities in 
1983, we found 90 per cent of authorities still had 
withdrawal services of some kind available ut 
primary level; most commonly for reading. 

We luoked more closely at remedial support in 
six authorities ranging from off-site remedial 
centres to individual programmes developed hy 
Ctuss teachers. We inlkcd to teachers and watched 
children in class and when receiving special help. 

During our observations we never saw a child 
unwilling to go to n withdrawal lesson, and 
despite the criticisms, we saw some guod with- 
drawal teaching. 

Class teachers have reason lo value good ! 
.withdrawal teaching that is in regular sessions at u 
fixed time, in a small group, with a well-trained 
remedial teacher, cm a carefully planned work 
programme matched to his or her clusswmk. 

In good withdrawal the class teacher does not 
abandon her responsibilities for the child to 
someone else. This of course means regular 
liaison between duss teacher and support 
teacher, which is probably easier in urban areas 
where schools arc closer together 
Tito other side of lhe coin is bad withdrawal 
with irregular sessions and poor liaison between 
class and special teacher. For the child it can be

The limitation of this view is that it secs the 
“problem" as lying outside the classroom and 
within the child. Taking this model lo a logical 
conclusion, die re is therefore nothing that the 
teacher can do except refer the child to un expert 
for treatment. Responsibility for the child's 
progress is shifted elsewhere, along with hlnmc 
for failure. 

There is, 1 would suggest, another view, an 
alternative to the diagnostic, deficit approach. I 
would call it (he ecological or environmental 
approach. Instead of asking tile question. 
“Wlint’s wrong with this child?" the environmen- 


tal approach would ask “Whui is going on in my 
classroom? Whnt materials is this child using? 
What kind of teaching style do 1 generally use?” 
These are all questions about resources, 
teaching methods and materials, all of which con 
be changed or adjusted much more easily than the 
child con be “cured”. In fnci, many speeinl needs 
teachers would question altogether the idea of 
cure. One such teacher wrote to me recently, “I 
have been working as a remedial teacher for 15 
years and I have yet to see the remedy working. ” 
ir we [nciis on materials . resources and 
teaching methods, rather than on what is “wrong" 
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Good withdrawal and liaison can also be a form 
of in-survice training. Class teachers can develop 
their own skills as a result of their discussions with 
specialist teachers to the benefit of all their pupils. 
This was given much higher priority by the 
tcuchcrs in our survey than traditional after- 
school in-service training. 

In our sample of authorities, we saw a range of 
mulcrinls. Some were rcady-mnde, selected after 
diagnostic assessment of the child by teachers or 
the support service. Others were schemes tailored 
by classroom teachers to meet specific leaching 
objectives through a series of short learning steps. 

In primary education an "objectives" approach 
can be contentious. The emphasis on tight 
structure and the teaching of fragmented busic 
skills in isolation arc criticized. 

We saw teachers working more or less happily 
with such programmes although they were a fairly 
new development. Ironically, it was the indi- 
vidual 1 nnturo of the programmes which caused , 
'tttMKfirilcfllfrM' UiffidtiltltS ‘IteV '-tlass ■iMCllart. , 
particularly the time needed to get rourid-fo'al! . 


children. A bonus of the approach, however, was 
that children were able in see that they were 
making progress and for many this was a welcome 
change. 

The two systems wc observed based un indi- 
vidual help from the class teacher worked 
differently. In one. the teacher drew up a shon 
programme with the goal and the steps the child 
works through to achieve it. Ideally, these were 
related to classwork and could he changed if 
difficulties arose. 

The other system wns less flexible with a 
range of rendy-nmde worksheets nr packs, not 
necessarily directly related to the child’s curricu- 
lum. A child could be practising u particular skill , 
for example sound blending, on u series of 
worksheets. Unfortunately it was not uncommon 
to see bored-looking children wading through a 
series or these sheets. 

Children worked less well on this type of 
programme: their interest and ability to do the 
work w'ithoitt constant aupcrytolon suggests lihht 
ihdiViilunl^priJgramrart 1 ore 1 - bettor ofadraigrtid 


with the child, we are shifting the responsibility 
firmly back into the classroom. Of course the 
classroom teacher needs expert advice from other 
professionals such as speech therapists, school 
psychologists and the medical profession. But the 
environmental view, unlike the deficit view, is an 
essentially positive one. 

It places the emphasis on tilings which can be 
changed, not on defects within the child for which 
there may be no remedy. U encourages observa- 
tion of the part of teachers and critical examina- 
tion of materials. It encourages the teacher to ask: 
“Can this child read this worksheet?'' or "Would 
this child do butter with different materials?” It 
mnkes classroom observation, the teacher as 
researcher, on integral part of curriculum plan- 
ning- The environmental approach gives the 
classroom teacher a starting place for action. 

The diagnostic view, centred as it is on what is 
"wrong" with the child, can have wide-reaching 
implications ns children move through the secon- 
dary school. An inuvitnhle consequence ol this 
“lake them away and cure the in” view is the 
creation of special groups or withdrawn pupils. 
Children who arc withdrawn into special groups 
foul it i i iuch singly difficult to move back into tile 
mainstream school. Kcmcdiul groups often con- 
centrate on basic skills so lliat these pupils miss 
out on other areas of the curriculum. When 
option time conies, tin: child finds that choice is 
restricted ami patliwuys largely predetermined. 
Children in these groups become candidates for 
“lifeskills" courses, with their concentration on 
basic skills and u narrow, restricted curriculum. 

The environmental view, on the other hand, 
constantly encourages teachers tn focus tin access 
to the curriculum for till pupils. The tusk for 
teachers becomes a mutter of modification and 
diversification of materials. 

In this focus on the curriculum, rather than on 
the pupil's weaknesses, teachers can avoid contri- 
buting to the child's special needs. David’s 
teacher labelled him disruptive and difficult - “a 
Irehavinur problem”. Yet us wc have seen, it was 
partly her own classroom organization and mate- 
rials which hud created his special needs. 

[n working with children with special needs, it 
is important for us to recognize how fur schools 
and classrooms are themselves responsible for 
pupils' difficulties. Let us be certain that the 
special needs we are addressing are not ones that 
we ourselves havc created.

specifically to suit a child's curriculum. 

From other research we believe that the ideal is 
a system that maximizes concentration, interest, 
time on task and higher order cognitive exchanges 
between children and adults - the searching and 
extended questioning that is the meat of chil- 
dren's learning. It should also minimize distrac- 
tion . and inappropriate work at the wrong level or 
unrelated to the classroom. 

Our research has shown rhat there are a 
number of routes to this ideal: it can be achieved 
hy involving teachers in developing assessment 
nnd teaching materials, by massive In-service 
training programmes or by regular on-the-hoof 
input from the support teacher to the class teacher 
in the best kind of withdrawal. Each of these 
developments has worked well in its own place. 

The choice depends lo some extent on the size 
of the authority, the resources available and 
previous arrangements. What is crucial is that 
class teachers should feel involved in the scheme 
since, what is also clear is that whatever special 
help is available, the 1981 Act has created more 
work for them. 

It seems that you can persuade teachers to take 
on any model, within reason, if only you set shout 
it the right way: communicnte dearly, openly and 
regularly, offer good support, be responsive to 
teacher concern and complaint, and involve the 
teachers in the development. It wns clear from 
our study, that where children were getting a 
good deal , services had been developed in n spirit 
of co operation.

Bill Greenwell on the 
limits of fiction 


Resisting Novels. By I-ennard J Davis. 

Methuen £25. 0 *41 ft 37820 X. £7.95. J7830 7. 

Novels arc whopping fibs. They’re not set in the 
real world; their characters arc merely bits and 
hobs of people; good characters are suspiciously, 
seductively pretty; the talk is unrealistically in 
sequilurs; they’re packed only with dull, eonven 
denial dynamite. 

That is the gist of Lcnnnrd Davis' tightly 
argued thesis, which insists that, if we think we're 
fantasizing, we’re imagining the half of it. Books 
should be held at the end of mental bargepoles. 
Il*s not merely what they say that is politically 
unsound, surreptitiously supporting the status 
quo. Novels are also formally subversive - in their 
use of place, character, conversation, organiza- 
tion or plot. Thus, even a "political novel’’ is not 
really radical, since uny novel is inherently 
conservative, liven Trcsscll is in truuhlc. 

This well-ordered analysis of ideology is rarely 
exceptionable. I'm bound to agree that novels 
collude with the established order. However, I'm 
less happy with his tacit assumption that readers 
are mindless wallics, even less happy with his 
extraordinary command of jargon. Davis is at 
pains to strike occasionally colloquial notes: but 
starting sentences with “Also . . and including 
words like bogey only emphasise the violent 
cunstipacion of style. 

And is this constipation itself not ideological? 
Isn't the use of - random examples - discussant, 
quotidien. dinlogicity, teleogenic, uni-direciionnl- 
/!>', anaclhic - itself an uncoascious statement of 
cultural superiority? There is polysyllabic bag- 
gage on the coach Davis is driving through the 
wild frontiers of literary analysis. 

He’s always fatally earnest, bribing my sym- 
pathies, but 1 cut loose at the prognosis stage. 
There is hope, he hopes, in interactive video. We 
press buttons and (his theoretical example) 
decide whether Lizzie goes to the dance to meet 
Darcy. Reading, Davis maintains, is presently 
passive. But wouldn’t this only substitute one 
passivity for another? 

And anyway, I dispute his premise. THIS 
NOVEL WILL CHANGE YOUR LIFE, we’re 
often exhorted. Few do, os Davis admits - if 
wrongly citing Sinclair Lewis as writing an 
exception, The Jungle (it was Upton Sinclair). I 
doubt their potential so to do. Great Books have 
had Moral Probity foisted on them by Leavis et al 
Surely we know better, unless we've too earnestly 
absorbed the ravings of university lecturers? It is a 
good defence of your stock-in-trade to claim it is 
Moral. Are we really taken in7 
1 also doubt whether readers, identifying with 
the fantastical characters and environments of 
novels, absorb ideology in the way Davis claims. 
Readers are not much cop as blotting-paper. 
Literature is interesting, disputable, but stimulat- 
ing* ih that order. The stimulation, however, is 
genera] rather than local. Shelley thought poetry 
1 stimulated the imagination and therefore made 
one morally aware. I suspect imagination is 
sufficiently tickled to prevent us becoming in- 
sensible, insensitive. Morality is another matter. 

The exemplary novels Davis suggests interest 
me. He loves THstram Shandy (which has nine 
volumes, not eleven), for him an anarchic 
pre-novel novel. He loves Calvino's If On a 
Winter Night a Traveller. Boils consciously sub- 
vert the form, hnd therefore, Davis argues, 
actively alert us to the traps. Sterne, however, is 


surely .only perversely "tradiiional’’, Qdvino 
intellectually admirable, formally brilliant, but so 
disengaged ns to be easily forgettable. Both are 
less subversive that Davis thinks. 

No novel has ever had a specific effect upon 
me, other than for a limited period. At 15, Sons 
and L oven made me identify - Davis finds the 
process dangerous - with Miriam. It made mo 
angry, momentarily, about mothers. I'll own up 
«o Kmig's Zen And The Art Of Motorcycle 
Maintenance giving me n couple of ideas. Oihcr-' 
wse, I fear, 1 have resisted the blandishments, 
distortions And delusions of fiction. More of us 
recognize imperfect mirrors than Davis credits. 
Surely ho'a chosen the wrong arena for political

Pity the poor English lecturer whose students 
write nn essay on Bleak House, Their references 
to Esther's religious mythos or her dark baptismal 
crisis, to the role of the extradiegetic narrator and 
of foregrounded patterns of sun/shndc imagery, 
to the sexual layers of conaotalive significance in 
Tulkinghom's name, even to the pre-occupation 
with doss distinction in Mr Guppy’s idiolect - 
where, their teacher might wonder, have they 
borrowed these stifling expressions of a third- 
hand response. 

One answer might be, from a well-intentioned 
but sadly misconceived new series, The Critics 
Debate. The. concept is simple. The first half of 
each volume surveys the main topics and con- 
troversies that have exercised professional critics. 
The second part contains the writer's own 
appraisal of the book in question, personal rather 
than eclectic, and a set of references for further 
reading. The trouble lies in the first halves. 
Students have a right, probably a need, to learn 
that there are more ways than one of understand- 
ing a great novel or poem ; but anthologies like the 
series of Casebooks or Twentieth Century Views 
already provide a selection of thought-provoking 
essays in the original. The bald summaries in 77ie 
Critics Debate grant an illusion of enlightenment 
without the substance. The reader will acquire a 
smattering of academic argot, a ticket of entry to 
literature as theme park; here on your left is the 
Marxist Grotto and the Feminist View-platform, 
there to the right the Hall of Formalism and the 
Wonderful World of Stylistics. And you needn't 
even get out of your carl 
Eighteen-year-olds might well wonder 
whether, if literature is as niggling, sermonizing 
and commonplace as it’s presented, their time 
wouidn t be belter spent with video-games. The 
front cover, a cartoon of what look tike the 
seedier sweepings of Bloomsbury in earnest 
discussion, and a general preface which uses 
derivatives of “critic- eight times and of 
approach" six times in one paragraph will hardly 
dispel such doubts. These strictures apply less to 
Alcufo Blamires' useful exposition of literary 
convention and medieval thought to help the 
reading of Chaucer. Terence Wright’s discussion 
of the precise nature of the tragedy in Tcss and 
Geoffrey Harvey's rescue of Lawrence's art and 
imaginntion from a variety of polemical attacks 
rariy more conviction, however, than Jeremy 
Hawthorn’s schematic account of Bleak House 
Douhts of a different kind arise with Penguin's 
Maslersiudics series, which mainly covers works 
culled from the exam syllabuses. These are 
studies in a serviceable didactic tradition, for 
readers of some intelligence but less learning. The 
doubls aren’t about the books themselves but 
about the examination system that produces 
them. If readers of Kathleen Parkinson’s sharp 
commentary on The Great Gatsby need for 
example, footnotes on who Hindenburg or El 
Greco were - and thcyVe every right to read 
Fitzgerald while being so uninformed - wouldn't 
their time be better spent looking at books on 
history and art than reading criticism? And If 
they're interested in Gatsby, i wouldn't: reading, r 
Mencken or early Hemingway, wnhfcfoa .Citizen 
Kane or listening to Gershwin

and more enjoyable perspectives on his world? 
The answer, surely, is yes, but it wouldn't help 
them write the kind of essay needed for passing 
A-Ievel. Auden's dream college where criticism Is 
banned but writers study prosody, parody, 
gardening and geology remains a dream. 

Within these constraints, the new books in this 
series do well by their subjects. Here again the 
Chaucer volume justifies its excursions into 
rhetoric, history and theology by giving readers 
their bearings iir what’s likely to be new territory. 
Charles Moseley also gives a long and illuminat- 
ing set of annotations nlongside the text of the 
poem. Roger Sales on Much Ado risks wild 
speculation at times (is the title really a bawdy 
pun, a metaphysical paradox and a concentrated 
acsihetic polemic?) but is acute on Elizabethan 
reaction to the play's Mediterranean setting and 
allusions. He also speculates more plausibly on 
the way comic styles of acting could and can 
reflect the play’s deep theatricality. Peter Weston 
cites a rich array of authorities from Elsensteio to 
Keith Thomas as support for his own lively close 
commentary on Milton, though there's little on 
the classical models behind Paradise Lost. He 
also makes a readable contribution to the 
reemingly endless debate on Milton’s theodicy. J 
R Watson’s Hopkins interestingly relates the 
poems to the poet's religious beliefs, with refer- 
ence to Loyola’s Spiritual Exercises as well as 
Duns Status. In a set of commentaries on the 
major poems, Watson keeps a careful balance 
between close reading and the poems' essential 
unparaphraseabUity, and is alert to some (but not

the dream. It has a detailed chronology - fitting 
here as with Wuthering Heights or The Seek 
Agent - and a good account of the irony wifi 
which Gatsby himself is presented. The Master 
studies are admirable, but welcome is mixed with 
regret. 

Another new series, Cambridge’s Landmark 
in World Literature, is altogether more ambi- 
tious. It promises “concise and lucid introduc- 
tions to major works" and many other titles fnn 
Cervantes to Marquez are due in the near future 
J P Stern, the general editor, is himself disting- 
uished for much more than conciseness and 
lucidity, and these six inaugural volumes rate 
high expectations. Michael Silk is particularly 
good on what a translation should supply for tbt 
Homer-reader with no Greek. At the same time 
he insists that you can't adopt a modem attitude 
towards the fact of war; Homer escapes reductive 
readings, showing both horror and glory, the goi 
splendid and trivial, the writing both stylized sod 
immediate. It’s an impressive and very helpfid 
commentary. 

Robin Kirkpatrick's Dante is a poet to whom 
language is, among much else, a field of morel 
engagement. There is a wealth of close reading 
here, with a constant awareness dint Dante's is an 
art that "sharpens difficulty as well as resolvinj 
it". The reader is expected to bring time and 
patience to bear on this study; it’s worth it to 
reach the final eloquent and moving explanation 
of Dante's meaning for Eliot. Peter France mlgh 
seem to skate lightly over the question d 
Rousseau’s moral plausibility (he did after nil 
abandon his children to foundling homes) bj 
focussing on the literary technique whereby 
Rousseau can use frankness in the service oi 
hypocrisy and force readers to justify their own 
lives. But his detailed interpretation underwrite* 
his argument that the Confessions, prefiguring 
Stendhal and Proust, are the “fountain head ol 
modern writing about the self. ” Faust, in Nichols 
Boyle’s book, is less a fable of Everyman than* 
tragic clash between a Christian and a post- 
Christian world. There's a valuable review of tin 
development of the Faust legend and a fresb- 
scene-by-scene commentary, particularly enlight- 
ening on the episodes in Faust’s study airi 
Martha’s garden. . \\ 

Both Graham Storey and Eric Warner look 
closely at the language that gives life to the noveb 
they examine.

Wordsworth and the Worth of Words. 
By Hugh Sykes Davies.

In its last 25 years of hyperactivity, 
literary criticism has worked few more 
radical transformations than the one 
over the received image of the poetry 
of William Wordsworth. Those 
apparently simple and absolute injunc- 
tions and assertions about nature and 
the mind of man, the purity of child- 
hood perception and hosts of golden 
daffodils - so comforting to genera- 
tions of Victorians - have been shown 
up as highly complex and ambiguous 
formulations by commentators such as 
Geoffrey Hartman and Harold Bloom; 
meanwhile an intricate and problema- 
tic labyrinth of textual variants hus 
emerged through the still-incomplete 
Cornell Edition. 

Hugh Sykes Davies’ long-pondered 
and wise hook, published posthum- 
ously from a trivially mire vised manu- 
script, stands serenely above the con- 
troversies and revaluations. It has nt 
times a calmness of manner that 
sounds almost archaic: “Many of the 
methods so much and - on the whole - 
so effectively used in modern criticism 
arc simply inapplicable to Words- 
worth’s best and most characteristic 
writing. It will yield very little to the 
deft analyser ui imagery. For there is 
very little imagery, and most of what 
there is turns out to be almost com- 
monplace. It will not fall readily under 
the scalpel of the ‘New Critics’, or 
conform to the coding of 'structural- 
ism'. What is needed in the study of 
Wordsworth is not ingenuity or bril- 


liance, but a dogged faithfulness to his 
own text ...” 

The core of Sykes Dnvics' approach 
is a phrase in the revised “Advertise- 
ment” to the Lyrical Ballads - “the 
repetition and apparent tautology" of 
certain key words around which 
Wordsworth dusters intensities of 
value and meaning. Sykes Davies 
assesses and selects these from a rather 
cumbersome wielding of statistics and 
a pseudo-scientific apparatus that is 
neitlicr convincing nor accessary: he is 
a fine and sensitive enough critic to 
write without such crutches. There is 
also the danger that the mere fact of 
repetition dcvulcs the fortuitous to nn 
undeserved significance, u s when too 
much is made of the "gleum” of sunsets 
and shields. But equally much of 
interest emerges, both ut the level of 
general principle - "any word used liy 
one writer with much more than its 
usual frequency is likely to bcur in his 
usage a meaning very different from its 
common ones” - and at that of speci- 
fics- (he extraordinary weight the poet 
puts on the word "One", for example, 
nr the 15 instances of “insight” (none 
in Kents or Shelley) and the 37 of 
“impulse" (none in Kents). Oddly, 
Sykes Davies does not mention 
Empson’s pioneering exploration of 
Wordsworth’s resonant ringing of 
changes on the idea of "Sense, in The 
Setae of Complex Words. 

Sykes Dnvics extends the notion of 
“repetition” beyond individual words 
into the nrca of the epiphany, those 
“spots of time" in Wordsworth’s po- 
etry in which often apparently trivial 
experiences - such ns the encounter 
with the leech gatherer - miraculously 
come to reveal deep, if unfathomable 




Making Waves

Certain of Virginia Woolfs essays 
were published in hook form in her 
lifetime; more were added in the 
Collected Essays published by Leonard 
Woolf after her death. Even so. this 
represented only (he tip of the icehurg, 
for her reviews and articles together 
total over a million words. This is the 
first of several volumes which will 
cover her journalism in its entirety, 
and therefore bring it into line with tne 
.publication, in recent years, of her 
correspondence and diary. 

The appearance of these carefully 
edjted essays could not be better 
timed. Recent scholarship on Wooir 
has moved away from a purely formal 
analysis of her experimental teeb- 
: niques. Nowadays it is not just femin- 
ists who stress ncr responsiveness to 
the Issues of her day . I n Virginia Woolf 
. and the Real World (1986) Alex

definitive expression. 

A further chapter contains a com- 
prehensive treatment of Wordsworth's 
early relation to the 1 8th -century tradi- 
tion of the picturesque lniuiscnpc and 
his subsequent decisive rejection of it 
for "a landscape freed from prettincss 
and decoration of a painterly and 
scenic kind, sparsely inhabited by 
prophetic personages, mingling the 

unimadversions arc followed by qual- 
ified praise of the book viewed (rain 
another angle. Woolf herself later 
recognized in her essays a tone of voice 
she regretted. It came, she said, from 
her tea-table training, those afternoon 
conversations with her father's friends 
at which she was obliged to be present. 
This tone of voice is very Edwardian 
but not so pronounced as to be dis- 
agreeable. What may cause irritation 
in today's reader is the lack of econ- 
omic pressure on Woolfs style; the 
unhurried flow of thought, one clause 
unfolding into another, bespeaks 
leisure and privilege. It is the resultant 
sweetness one quibbles al in those rare 
moments when she is less than wholly 
captivating.

It is the constant presence 
of this dimension to his arguments 
that, for once, makes a blurb's claim ~ 
“Wordsworth and the Worth of Wards 
should earn a place among the few 
essential studies of the poet” - seem 
justified.

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and private sphere. Far from being a 
lone experimenter shut off from life, 
Woolf was acutely conscious of those 
“invisible presences", as she referred 
to societal institutions, public opinion 
and other external forces affecting 
behaviour and thought. These essays 
deepen awareness of how connected 
she was, both with conicntpnmry 
thought and with the past. They grout 
insight into her intellectual life and 
breadth of knowledge, ns well as her 
understanding of human nature. 

She whs 22 when site wrote the first 
of these essays, and very much the 
daughter of Sir Leslie Stephen. Owing 
to his encouragement, she had since 
childhood rcud voraciously. When 
asked hy V W Maitlund to contribute u 
passage to his biography of Leslie 
Stephen, she produced copy which, 
Maitland averred, was “what your 
father would have wished you to 
write". Ccrtninly Stephen, one of the 
most eminent critics of his day and 
capable of writing an 8,000-word arti- 
cle at one sitting, would have taught his 
daughter how to gut a book. Neverthe- 
less what is surprising in these early 
essays is the poise of mind with which

Underlying many of these essays is 
her belief that a creative writer's life 
takes on significance and form: 
Wordsworth's life is transmuted “into 
a permanent shape by the perfect 
sincerity of his ambition”; Thomas 
Hood “completed his symbol". Read- 
ing itself has a shaping power: engros- 
sed in Lady Hester Stanhope's 
memoirs Woolf rocks with delight as 
she "gradually sees shapes and thinks 
oneself in the middle of the world”. 
This is also what the novelist does. In 
on essay on Gissing, Woolf remarks: 
“A good novelist . . . goes about the 
world seeing squares and circles where 
the ordinary person sees mere storm- 
drift." Before long we find observa- 
tions that reflect on her own ambitions 
as a yet unpublished novelist. Writing 
on Mrs Gaskell, she reflects on die 
verbosity of mid-Victorian novelists; 
“Our ambition . nn the other hand, is to 
put in nothing that need not be there. 
What we want to be (here is the brain 
and the view of life; the autumnal 
woods, the history of the whale 
fishery, und the decline of stage 
coaching we omit entirely." 

This ambition reached its height in 
The Waves , the subject of Eric War- 
ner’s study in the Landmarks of World 
Literature scries. Warner provides u 
useful introduction, placing both the 
text and its author in a broadly out- 
lined historical, cultural und intellec- 
tual context. Drawing upon quotations 
from Wooirs diary, he analyses her 
aims, method and achievement, ex- 
amining, among other things, her 
desire to “eliminate" and yet "put 
everything in”. This and other para- 
doxes, tensions and strategies are 
discussed in a sophisticated yet access- 
ible style, critical jargon being avoided

'Ihis sober and sensible report by 
researchers at the Institute for Social 
Studies in Medical Cure questioned 
533 young mothers up to four months 
after birtn nnd after 15 months. The 
report reveals their experience ol 
pregnancy, tlicir attitudes to their 
partners and their changing under- 
standing during the first months of 
motherhood. T ne research allows the 
implications for social policy to emerge 
from the interviews on the subjects of 
birth control, marriage, money, hous- 
ing, jobs and health. 'Ilie interviews 
ure treated gently and with respect nnd 
silences arc taken to be a necessary 
support, to personal dignity. 

Despite popular myth, the number 
of teenage mothers has declined since 
1970, with the fertility rate falling from 
50 to 3 1 per 1 ,000 teenage women. The 
abortion rale doubled from 9 to 18 per 
1,000. According to a 1984 survey by 
the Office of Population Censuses and 
Surveys, the teenage fertility rate was 
the lowest since 1955. This survey 
focuses on the social and economic 
effects of enrly parenthood and the 
apparent severe curtailment of “life 
chances" and the increased medical 
risks experienced by this age group. 
Despite the perceived problems, the 
majority of young mothers, single nnd 
monied, clearly view motherhood as a 
means of achieving self-respect and 
adulthood. I 


5 The sample group reveals a convcn- 
1 tional pattern of teenage girls coming 
’ from working-class families with twice 
ns many children ns the average family. 
Nenriy 30 per cent of the girls’ mothers 
had had a child as a teenager and were 
still likely to be in their thirties. Over 
90 per cent of young mothers were 
white and born in Britain. Many 
experienced broken homes and a sub- 
stantial minority of the teenagers had 
been pregnant before. Although only 
10 per of all teenagers leave school 
without any graded qualification, over 
50 per cent of the sample group were 
totally unqualified. 

Although the majority of teenage 
mothers were delighted with their 
children and seemed content with their 
partners, housing and job prospects, 
the survey reveals a disturbing failure 
on the part of sex education in schools 
and in existing counselling and medical 
services. Nearly half the sample group 
were not using birth control and did 
not want to conceive, yet 70 per cent 
said they had received sex education in 
school. The birth of the first child 
seems to provide motivation for the 
consistent use of effective birth control 
methods. The researchers, with sonic 
justice, uccusc the Independent 
Broadcasting Authority of false values 
in refusing to broadcast birth control 
education and advertising while allow- 
ingpromotions for alcohol. 

The health services are regarded 
with suspicion and fear. First ante- 
natal visits arc delayed because of 
teenagers doubting the confidentiality 
of doctors and post-natal care is hin- 
dered by the conflicting professional 
advice from the clinic, health visitor 
and doctor or worse.

within 10 weeks. With childbearing 
teenagers susceptible to depression as 
well as anaemia and hypertension, the 
lack of shared confidence between 
mother and doctor is serious. 

Despite persistent problems of poor 
housing, separations and threats of 
violence and lack of money, this seems 
a particularly resilient social group 
who have realized themselves through 
motherhood rather than work or 
study. What the researchers archly call 


“the delightful novelty of their situa- 
tion" seems to have drawn out extraor- 
dinary resources from individuals. The 
thoughtful reforms recommended by 
the survey (more counselling from 
doctors and social workers, better 
short term council accommodation 
and a revised sex education program- 
me in schools) can only reinforce that 
positive view.

above this dcod level is a striking 
tribute to Professor Rhodes’s powers 
of synthesis.

No one who wants to understand the 
origins of Western culture can afford 
to ignore the first three or four centur- 
ies of our era. Professional ancient 
historians can be rather dismissive of 
amateurs who trespass on to their 
pilch, and it is a safe bet that there arc 
points in which Michael Gram’s His- 
tory of Rome is out of touch with the 
conclusions of the best modem scho- 
larship. But this one-volume survey of 
the whole of Roman history is a 
breathtaking achievement and a mar- 
vellously good read, and if it were to 
find its way, as it ought, into the hands 
of every Classical sixth former, it 
would do much to stimulate interest in 
the later Roman Empire.

Bonanza Boodle 

"Lawson luck heralds tax bonanza," 
said The Observer on February 8, 
reporting that revenues had risen so as 
to enable the Chancellor to produce a 
soft Budget. Considering the origin of 
the word, and the forecast reduction of 
two or three pence in Income Tax, the 
word bonanza was perhaps a slight 
exaggeration. 

It appeared in colloquial American 
in the 1840k, and it was Mexican 
Spanish for fine weather, hence 
prosperity. It referred to rich silver 
mines, and a mine was said to be in 
bonanza if it was producing valuable 
ore. The word was extended to de- 
scribe a farm, a theatrical production 
or any enterprise making handsome 
profits; rather more than two or three 
pence in the pound. 

Someone wrote in 1892: “It’s not a 
bonanza, but there’s a boodle in it.” 
Before boodle meant money general- 
ly, it meant counterfeit currency. But it 
also meant the proceeds from bribery, 
and to boodle meant to bribe. If indeed 
there is a soft Budget in what looks like 
being an election year, what do you 
think political opponents will call it?

The 
political lesson was not so much ubout 
conspiracy to gain power, as about 
stupidity in exercising it.

Heather Neill talks to Anthony Hopkins about his Latest role

E art than the verse-speaking. "Peter 
tall is a stickler for the verse. He 
thinks everything else will fall into 
place when you get that right". 

There was a time when, under the 
pressure of performing Lear in reper- 
tory and rehearsing Aniony every day, 
Hopkins feared he would never learn 
the lines at all. He had arrived at die 
first Lear rehearsal word-perfect; this 
time such advance preparation was 
impossible.

e is affable, courteous, not a scrap the 
wild boy of the early Seventies.

Serious Money: a City comedy. By- 
Caryl Churchill. 

Royal Court 

Alas for the City of London! Wliut 
with the Westland Saga, the Guinness, 
Collier and Vaskevitch affairs and the 
abortive bid for Pilkington the glass 
manufacturer, no one can say tlmt 
Caryl Churchill's latest piny. Serious 
Money, is merely a fnniasy about life i n 
the Square Mile. 

This is an exuberant, hilarious, rare- 
ly sentiment ul and generally clear 
sighted piny about our times: n parve- 
nu asset stripper is plnnning a takeov- 
er Meanwhile, in another pari of the 
financial jungle <i young City slicker is 
found dead; his sister a SKiane, played 
with greni verse by Lesley Munvillc. is 
a trader on Loudon's financial futures 
exchange. She decides to investigate. 
The more she burrows, the mure she 
realizes that her brother enjoyed a 
spider's web of contacts. Since this is 
1987. and in 19R7 only success counts, 
she aims not to solve Ihc crime but to 
profit from it.

“more a physical than a verbal actor. 
I've rather gone on and thrown the 
furniture around and stuck the lan- 
guage on afterwards”.

His 
Le Roux in that production won him 
awards and a new following. 

As he pulls on his rehearsal bools 
ready far the afternoon session he is in 
no doubt as to whut is the hardest thing 
about playing Antony: “Peter Hall's 
line-endings. But he is smiling and, 
crunching an apple, he shows me 
through tne backstage labyrioth lo ihc 
stage door before entering the fray 
once more. 


ates the brittle yuppie ethos in which 
financial success is the only sort with 
any value. Alfred Molina as Zaclier-

Philippa Davidson previews the Society of Recorder 
Players’ Golden Jubilee Festival 


The Society of Recorder Players 
Gulden Jubilee Festival. Goldsmiths’ 
College April 4, I flam. 

Tlic sound of n class of Jli seven-ycur- 
olds playing the descanl recorder may 
not be music to everyone’s ears. But 
stop before you blame the instrument. 
“It's cheap, u convenient size mid pitch 
for young players and still the best way 
of leaching musical literacy”, enthuses 
Brian Boiisor, former music adviser 
for the Borders ami the author of over 
50 recorder publications. He doesn’t 
believe the recorder should be taught 
to anyone under eight, and certainly 
not to large groups. And don’t he 
surprised ii the descant sounds shrill. 
Isn't intonation 11 problem with nil high 
instruments? The answer is to start 
children on the treble as soon us 
possible. 

The Society of Recorder Players, 
founded 5(1 years ago and entirely self 
financing, hits 41) brunches around the 
country and about 1 .KM) members. It is 
currently engaged in a drive to im- 
prove recorder teaching in schools and 
offers it own teaching certificate. No 
one wants to be critical of non special- 
ist teachers, hut sometimes “it’s n ease 
of being one step ahead of the chil- 
dren. You wouldn’t get this with the 
violin 


One problem, suys Anne Martin, 
the festival’s co-ordinator, is that peo- 
ple think of the recorder ns a luy. The 
society tried to stop Mot he rearc selling 
u toy versinn and succeeded. Both 
Anne Marlin and Brian Bmisor arc 
adamant thnt the electronic keyboard 
will not supplant the recorder' in the 
classroom. “Children can plav n lot of 
notes i[uickly on the keyboard, but are 
they really learning how (n read 
music?” 

One way the society can help its 
teacher members who luck confidence 
is to provide them with the opportunity 
to play with others of the same stan- 
dard. and to introduce them to the 
wider range of music - Renaissance, 
ISlh-centiiry, contemporary - written 
for tlic instrument and well within their 
grasp. Each branch offers diffcrciii 
facilities, but groups can usually 
accommodate all slioidards, even 
absolute beginners. 

I .ust year the society produced A 
Tear hr rx‘ Guide hi the Recorder, which 
includes n survey of books and tutors 
ami hints on articulation, bieathing 
and choice of instrument. In these days 
when the shelf life of a niece of music 
may be limited, it is nnrd to keep 
repertoire lists up tu date. Cottage 
industry publishers like the Oriel Lib- 
rary (8 Wilton Grove, London SW19) 
do .1 favour to amateur musicians by 
producing recorder music cheaply (cn-

The Renaissance Dance Company of 
London performs dance, in costume, 
from the medieval period through to 
the 19th century. In eight years its 
. co-directors Lucy Graham and 
Stephen Adby have also established a 
number of highly successful weekend 
courses and afternoon workshops in 


Early Dance. This year their course in 
York, now a regular event in the Early 
Music Festival (July 3-12) takes place 


against a backdrop of extravagant 
celebration inspired by “Venice and 
the Carnival Spirit”. The festival will 
focus on the influence of the Venetian 
Carnival on the development of Italian 
instrumental, vocal ana dance music in 
the 16th and 17th centuries. The dance 
company, accompanied by The Parley 
of Instruments are contributing a prog- 
ramme entitled ‘‘The Conquest and 
Celebration of Love”. 

The Early Dunce Weekend which 
runs from July 3-5 is open tu complete 
beginners as well as experienced dan- 
cers. It offers practical instruction in 
the steps and manner of courtly danc- 
ing of the I5ih and Ibtli centuries in 
France and Italy, and a brief buck- 
ground history, including discussion of 
social behaviour and court etiquette of 
the time, Prc-recordcd music is used to 
accompany the dancing, hut to help 
convey the authentic' manner and 
style, dancers arc encouraged to bring 
their own costume. The donee steps, 
particularly for the women, were, in 
part, determined and limited hy dress, 
and the weight of the costume alone is 
a challenge tu good deportment 

Dance of this period could be de- 
scribed os n sort ot exaggerated form of 


ground, and Balli in which there arc 
changes of rhythm within a dance 
making for greater variety of move- 
ment. Lucy Graham refers students to 
surviving dance manuscripts of the 
period for the essentials of good danc- 
ing style. These include: keeping in 
time with the music; confining head, 
arm, leg and foot movements to one’s 
allotted space; and complimenting the 
footwork by the movements of the 
upper body. French 15th-century 
dances are used to break in beginners 
on Friday evening, but by Sunday 
everyone is involved in the more 
complicated footwork of Italian 16th- 
century dancing. 

There is also a separate afternoon 
workshop during the weekend which is 
open to about 50 people. Lucy and 
Stephen will teach a number of dances 
in tne first half and then demonstrate 
more dances themselves in costume. 
This is open to children over the age of 
12 in keening with contemporary prac- 
tice. Well-born children of the Re- 
naissance were expected to study danc- 
ing us part of their education. 

Many who have attended the course 
in the past belong to one ol the 3H curly 
dunce groups that huve sprung up in 
this country and some return veur after 
year. Perhaps wlial all reels them over

‘A pool of young actors’ 


A television company forms a work- 
shop for kids from 7 to 17 in order to 
provide themselves with young actors 
tor their programmes. You can see the 
hackles start to rise in the staffroom. 

The pupils will be "used", turned 
into precocious brats only to be dis- 
carded when they arc too old. School 
work will suffer, a minimum of two- 
and-a-half hours a week, double that 
after II, is far too long. And they 
probably won’t be available for the 
school play. Mention that their first 
major stage production is going to be 
The Wiz, the play of the film of the 
re-make, and every prejudice is con- 
firmed. 

Sue Noll, who runs Nottingham’s 
Central Junior Television Workshop, 
is awun: of the suspicion and mistrust it 
can cause. Television is always being 
accused of taking and never giving, 
and of course the workshops do pro- 
vide Central, and sometimes even the 
BBC, with reliable talented youngs- 
ters. But the kids do get something in 
exchange, something more than a brief 
period of celebrity and some very 
welcome pocket money. 

The workshops began in Notting- 
ham in 1983, the Birmingham jgroup 
followed a couple of years later. There 
are sessions for 7-11, 11-15, and an 
over-16 group that acts as n follow-up 
for those who have been through the 
workshop.

Out of Germany 


In mndern language teaching, nothing 
can lie at putting on n piny. 'Inc impact 
can be spectaculnr in terms of impro- 
ving speech, sustaining an approach to 
a literary heritage and building a 
strong sociul base from which later 
learning can benefit. For the judges of 
the annual German Student Drama 
Week, such factors are more relevant 
than the pursuit of stave talent. 

After five years at King’s College. 


London, this year's competition took 
place in the Clothworkcrs' Hall at the 
university of Leeds under the direc- 
torship of lecturer Hugh Rorrison. The 


selected productions were nil 20th- | 
century pieces, but it would be difficult : 
to plan a greater diversification of 
material. 

The competitors from Lancaster and 
Lcedsensurcd n sixth form presence in 
their audiences by performing A level 
texts. Draussen vor der Tfir (The Man 
Outside) by Wolfgang Borchert is tbe 
first dramatic outpouring of a genera- 
tion too young to be seriously impli- 
cated in the Second World war. 
Lancaster students drew on Express- 
ionist methods for their staging of the 
play, which was originally conceived 
for radio. 

The home team presented on East 
German work, Die neuen Leiden des 
jungen W. (The New Sufferings of 
Young W). Written in the Sixties, 
PlenzdorFs realistic text is a touching, 
often amusing look at modem youth, 
with close, almost satirical reference to 
Goethe's novel on a similar theme. 
The production was sensitively hand- 
led, revealing a close partnership be- 
tween the performers and their direc- 
tor, a language tutor from Innsbruck. 

Edinburgh and Durham looked 
away from syllabuses and southwards 
to Munich and Vienna, into a more 
exhuberant dramatic tradition. In 


Bavarian mid Austrian drama, comedy 
and fierce, toothy satire often collide 
with flamboyant theatrical technique, 
a combination which, for historical 
reasons, has never lastingly occurred 
further north. 

Durham students took the bull hy 
the hornsby performing two contrsting 
works satirizing mankind at the point 
of self destruction. They raided 21 
scenes from Karl Kraus's mammoth 
patchwork drama Die letzten Tage der 
Menschheit ( The Last Days of Human- 
ity). Although only one tenth of the 
available material was used, careful 
selection and audio visual effects cre- 
ated an interesting shape to the pro- 
duction, which sacrificed much of the 
comic/srotesoue sharpness prescribed 


shortly before the writer died of 
typhoid in Buchenwald. Its cabaret 
format suited the cast, who performed 
with bright vigour, updating much of 
the social critique. 

Edinburgh University presented 
Ludwig Thoma’s Moral, which shares 
a particular satirical attitude towards 
bourgeois society fashionable in wri- 
ters’ circles in Munich at the beginning 
of the century. The outwardly upright 
have their masks of morality peeled 
away in a play whose form is unusually 
conventional for the period. The en- 
semble showed consistent strength and 
depth in performance and their pro- 
nunciation was outstanding. 

Though the judges confessed to 
faring their task with some hardship, 
Edinburgh was pronounced victo- 
rious. By courtesy of the German 
Academic Exchange Service, tbe cast 
will be going on a study tour of 
German theatres in their summer

A cue to Mr Baker 

Ed Berman asks why youth centres and clubs have little access to computers 


r.v... 


O f the thousands or youth 
centres mid dubs in the 
country only IS per cent 
have access lo com paters. 
Amt none of Hint 15 percent received 
nuinev fur them from the Depart me in 
of Education and Science. These fi- 
gures come from a recent national 
survey ci indue ted by Community 
Computers UK. a division of the 
community education agency, Inter- 
Action Trust. 

Hy contrast, the Government have 
pul £35m into computers in schools. 
There is an average of 12 computers in 
each secondary school and two in each 
primary school. 

The disparity of £35m to £() in 
support for technology between 
schools .and youth facilities would 
seem to indicate a lack of appreciation 
by the Government of the importance 
of the youth services in the education 

E racess. Not so, claims Boh Dunn, the 
>ES minister whose responsibilities 
include the youth services: “There can 
be no question but that the Govern- 
ment fully appreciates and acknow- 
ledges the valuable work done within 
the youth service Geld both by nation nl 
and local voluntary organizations*'. 

The statistics concerning computer 
provision for the youth services clearly 
belie this commitment. The total spent 
has been approximately £200,00u on 
40 computer systems and these are 
only for the use of the headquarters of 
national voluntary youth organiza- 
tions. 

The figures in Hie Community Com- 
puters UK survey arc based on the 




| del ailed replies to a questionnaire sent 
to all 104 principal youth officers - 59 
replied - nuU to ’members of the 
National Council for Voluntary Youth 
Services - 19 of 69 replied. This 
represents 45 per cent of all the youth 
services in the country. Phone calls to a 
random sample of those who did not 
fill in the questionnaire revealed that 
they had little or no interest in compu- 
ters. Thus, the survey errs on the side 
of giving the benefit of the doubt. The 
total figures ^ are likely to be worse. 

An analysis of these figures shows a 
general lack of computer resources for 
the youth services across the country. 
Over 37 per cent of authorities said 
that no youth facilities in their area had 
access to computers. Only 12 per cent 
said that as many as half tneir facilities 
had such access’. 

The survey also shows the types of 
computers being used. Acom lends the 
field with more than half the reported 
computers in youth premises (includ- 
ing BBC Micros) followed by Am- 
strad. Commodore and Research 
Machines at about ID per cent each. 
IBM. compatible business machines 
ranked lowest at under one per cent. 

Not surprisingly, this reflects the 
brands that local education authorities 
have recommended for both schools 
and youth work. Overall, 46 per cent 
of those replying make recommenda- 
tlons regarding the types of computers 
to be used in youth work. Recom- 
mendations are one thing, however, 
and providing the funding to obtain 
equipment is quite another.

cient or suitable software. Instead of 
obtaining advice or guidance from the 
DES, the local authority or their 
national organization, many clubs and 
centres acquire machines because of 
price alone. They then find that arcade 
games dominate the time spent on the 
computer. This has given computers a 
bad name in youth work. 

U is not necessary for youth dubs to 
make a massive capital investment in 
order to have access to computer 
technology. Thousands of computers 
in schools are cum pic rely unused dur- 
ing evenings and school holidays. This 
huge waste of rcsour&s could be 
overcome by dual-use projects and 
activities. The real answer, however, 
lies in the DES taking the lead with 
matching funds or direct gift prog- 
rammes. ° 

The DES actually has even more 
direct responsibility for the youth 
service than it has for schools. In 
general , it funds part of the headquar- 
ters’ costs of 69 major national volun- 
tary youth organizations, such as the 
Scouts, Guides, religious organiza- 
tions and the YMCA. There is no 
funding for the vast field work of these 
agencies, which involves just under six 
million young people a year. The £3m 
from the DES towards the central 
administration costs of all of these 
works out at about 50p a head per year, 
although that is not the basis for 
calculating the grants.

DES support fur youth organizations 
in general at less than five per cent of 
the costs of these agencies. Without 
further support, the youth services are 
unable to stretch to help meet the 
increasing needs and problems of 
young people in the pressing areas of 
unemployment, vandalism, drug 
abuse, crime and social unrest. 

The DES is not wholly to blame for 
this appalling kick of funding. Youth 
workers, youth officers and directors 
or organizations have not demanded 
computer resources. Most arc un- 
aware of their vast potential for social 
education. 

Many youth workers voice at least 
one of three unfounded objections to 
computers: they are expensive; they 
are best used for formal education; or 
they lead invariably to arcade games. 
None of these needs to be true, but 
-often they become self-fulfilling be- 
cause the workers are either afraid of 
computers or ignorant of their social 
learning applications. 

DES officials say they want to try to 
add computers and other vitally 
needed resources to the youth service 
However, unless Mr Baker and his 
ministers recognize the untapped 
potential in a youth service starved of 
funds, nothing will happen. The ques- 
tion is whether Kenneth Baker will 
come through both with computer 
resources and the other requirements 
of the youth service.

The government is keen to promote 
the idea of enterprise culture ns the 
best way to improve employment. 
Teachers have taken GCSE business 
studies as an opportunity to revitalize 
what hud become a neglected area of 
the curriculum. Developments such as 
the Hampshire Business and Informa- 
tion Skins course link the ideas of 
business studies and information tcch- 
nology to provide double certification 
nt GCSE, while giving pupils an in- 
teresting nnd relevant course. This sort 
of course needs stimulating and de- 
manding learning materials which 
show pupils effective use of the tech- 
nology and provide examples of excel- 
lent work and presentation. 

This multi-media pack provides n 
valuable resource for such courses nnd 
subtly reinforces the enterprise mes- 
sage. The material is promoted hy the 
Banking Information Service and' so it 
is not surprising Hint there is n definite 
bias towards banks rather than other 
forms of finance. This is particularly 
noticeable in the computer software, 
although also in the video. 

The overall aim is to promote open- 
ended problem solving using case 
studies of glass engraving, florist ry, 
road haulage nnd duck rearing. The 
approach is to compare and contrast 
these four enterprises and the methods 
they adopt to motivate and encuuragc 
young people to develop their thinking 
and practical skills. 

The package could provide about a 
term's work, structured around the III 
themes: image, idea, market, product, 
finance, premises, equipment, adver- 
tising business und personnel. The 
video and teachers' notes follow this 
formnt in a structured and supportive 
way. 

The video uses 10 short sequences of 
about four minutes each to develop an 
idea. Using real people talking about 
their work is an excellent idea and 
gives some fascinating insights into 
both the specific businesses and the 
general ideas. The intention was to 
bring contrasting work environments 
. into the classroom, which is successful, 
and to present pupils with potential 
role monels from different walks of 
life , which was al most certain to be less 
successful given so few case studies. 



r rhe teachers’ notes provide addi- 
tional factual information together 
with ideas for further activities. Each 
of the it) themes has clear aims, notes 
on the video sequence, suggestions 
uhouf points to raise and develop, a list 
of key words and ideas for project 
work. Ihc project work uses a wide 
range of techniques such as bruin- 


at tempt problems in an ad hoc and 
unstructured way if they are to learn 
transfcrrahle skills of problem-solving. 

The business simulations are thor- 
ough once the system of icon menus 
has been mustered. It is perhaps 
surprising that sonic use is not made of 
spreadsheets, and pupils are once 
again given Hither vague instructions 
about recording their decisions nud 
relating them to outcomes. No gui- 
dance is given abmit the model being 
used and there must he a danger that 
pupils will draw some erroneous 
general principles from inadequate 
evidence. The booklets which accom- 
pany each program arc designed to 
stress ihc common themes hut, like the 
software, arc not always carefully 
tailored to the specific application. 

Despite these reservations, the 
overall package represents oustnnding 
value and contains a wealth of good 
material for the teacher, or group of 
teachers, willing to give it the detailed 
consideration and preparation it 
needs. It will be interesting to sec 
whether it does achieve some of its 
wider aims, and whether it has the 
anticipated attraction for TVEI 
courses.

Briefcase is :t detailed package of 
materials to provide managers with the 
opportunity to talk to young people 
and explain what industry ana com- 
merce is about.

The pack's tenor is brisk und 
straightforward, although the page 
presentation and design arc somewhat 
intimidating. Each activity has notes 
for the "organizer", the term used for 
business managers and teachers be- 
cause "there is no word lo describe 
these two parties". Precise details of 
the duration of the exercise, materials 
and equipment, number of partici- 
pants and physical setting arc listed 
and followed by the worksheets. The 
exercises have been planned with im- 

C ressive thoroughness and do need to 
e studied carefully. 

Briefcase contains 20 activities and 
exercises covering different aspects of 


industry und commerce. The first two 
introduce the idea of the inter-depend- 
cncc of wealth creators ami the rest of 
society. They also illustrate the notion 
of fewer wealth creators supporting 
more consumers, an issue which is at 
the forefront of pnlilical debate. 

The pack couki provide an interest- 
ing resource for political education. 
Further exercises introduce aspects of 
sales and marketing, finance, design 
and development , production, man- 
agement and personnel. In compiling 
it. the editor John Warner has attemp- 
ted to explain the realities of industry. 
This is a worthy aim but one which 
might become confused in the welter 
of instructions. The activities need to 
be supported by extra resources to 
ensure that they meet their objectives.

Monitoring Package for Social Systems 
(MPSS), is an information handling 
program for the BBC Micro which 
offers considerably more than most of 
its competitors. It is in fact a manage- 
ment information database. It sup- 
ports multiple record structures and 
historical records. MPSS cun produce 
lists and tables and has a cross-tabula- 
tion feature which condoles variables. 
This allows users to see trends due to 
policy and it is this feature that sets 
MPSS apart. 

The package has been in use in sucinl 
services for about three years in the 
field of juvenile monitoring, where it 
has ployed n significant role in enabling 
social workers to study the effects of 
their approaches to offenders and 
indicating when policy changes urc 


necessary. 

Probably the most useful feature of 
MPSS is tne complexity with which a 
user can build u personalized record 
system. The system is very flexible and 
mirrors within itself the dntu structure . 
A mail- merge feature means that re- 
ports, forms, letters, documents, etc 
containing information selected from 
across the multiple und historical re- 
cords can be produced - nil on the BBC 
Micro.

GCSE computer studies demands the 
study of a variety of applications of 
computers covering a wide range of 
activities. This package gives good 
coverage to commercial data proces- 
si ng and will also be of interest to 
BjTEC and CPVE courses. 

The package consists of a student's 
book, a teacher's guide and the prog- 
ram disc. 

The software is robust and tho user is 
guided through the use of simple 
menus. The activities are very straight- 
forward and apart from the mottva- 
tlpnal use of the computer, it is not 
clear what the pupils gain from their 
use. 

The questions rely too heavily an 
text-searching rather than linking com- 
puter concepts to the applications, and 
there are insufficient differentiated 
activities to help teachers of the major- 
ity of computer studies classes which 
am mixed ability. 

Hie booklet ends with a glossary of 
(etuis and past examination questions 
Although oil the questions could 
appear on GCSE computer studies 
Miners, regrettably they arc not care- . 
fully enough related to the application 1 
and as such do not fully capture the 
spirit of GCSE. 

Overall, this is a worthwhile puck- 
age it thoughtfully used.

If the 
heroin is accepted, the program con- 
tinues to some or nil of the following 
phases; increasing dependence on 
heroin, hospitalization, police involve- 
ment and rehabilitation. This can take 
up to an hour lo complete and it is 
recoin mended that it be stopped half- 
way through. A third disc is provided 
for storing the user's responses up to 
ihnl point. 

Technically, the instructions arc 
dear und the program is easy to run, 
although certain sections can be mis- 
sed by pressing a key inadvertently. 
Colour is used effectively in presenting 
information, hut it was difficult to read 
the green un while script in phase one. 

The program is well designed for 
adolescents ami young adults. The 
situations appear realistic, with cir- 
cumstances for the undcr-l7s being 
different, in some cases, from those 
presented to older students. Rejecting 
all offers of heroin docs provide some 
stated benefits, but the sequences are 
unexciting und rat her repetitive. In 
addition, little information is given 
about the physical, moral and social 
ill-effccts that result from heroin 
abuse, so an opportunity to reinforce 
the message is missed. 

The program Is fur more informative 
and interesting when a request for 
heroin is keyed in. However, by 
accepting it, flic user soon discovers 
the rapidly-decreasing options avail- 
able and becomes aware of the difficul- 
ty in breaking the habit and the stark 
consequences that result from addic- 
tion. While the option of rehabilitation 
is offered at each stage, the problems 
and hard choices required for success 
arc clear. 

This program provides an active 
learning scenario which is considered 




by current health education thinking to 
be the most effective way of conveying 
important messages. Its main advan- 
tage is that the progression of events is 
determined by personal choice. The 
students become immersed in the 
problems they encounter after accept- 
ing heroin, identifying closely with tne 
simulated situations. This level of 


personal involvement would be diffi- 
cult to engender by other teaching 
methods. The accompanying booklet 
gives many useful ideas (or follow-up 
discussion and project work, essential 
for maximum effect. 

As an additional weapon in the fight 
against drug abuse, this program is 
well worth considering.

Three 
of the booklets are specific to a 
mathematical topic, anoutcr concerns 
use of the micro in the first term of A 
level and the others are teacher educa- 
tion material. 

In one of the latter, Derek Ball 
addresses the topic "How do I decide 
which software Is. worth buying aptfi 
using? His theme is tbaE A "good 


program gives questions or answers, 
bui not both. And in this respect, the 
software provided is exemplary. 

The dozen or so programs include 
“Windows’* and “Zoom . “Windows" 
shows you a section of a number 
square in which the number grid 
remains but the numbers themselves 
have been deleted. Some squares are 
shaded indicating multiples of one - or 
perhaps two - numbers. Pupils have to 
work out at which section of the grid 
they are looking. 

"Zoom** was culled from the BBC 
Micro user's magazine Beebug. When 
the program is run, a small dot appears 
in the centre of the screen. The cursor 
keys then allow this dot to be moved 
around the screen as if on a piece of 
elastic and you can draw in lines 
between two points. 

Some examples of the work pupils 
produced using this simple but elegant 
idea are included in the package. 
These only serve further to illustrate 
Derek Ball's point that "there is far 
more to learning mathematics than 
ginna expected responses to questions 
posed by someone else". The only 
slight criticism 1 would make is that the 
“now to use me" guide to the package 
is inadequate. Some people may be put 
off this excellent production for just 
such a stupid reason. 

Maths .Topics 3 from Netherhall 
Software and CUP is dull by compari-

David is n bright, quick and enthusias- 
tic 17-ycar-uld. He is intelligent, but lit- 
is profoundly deaf. After 12 years of 


education, he is functionally illiterate 
nnd has difficulty in communicating. 
Pictures in the Mind is an innovative 
dranm/documentary by Nigel Evans, 
which examines how inc education of 
the profoundly deaf has failed people 
like Duvid over the Inst Kill years. It 
also deserves recognition as a land- 
mark. It is the first drama/ 
documentary made with deaf actors 
and the first in sign language. 

David is introduced to a figure from 
his past. Jean Mnssieu (Paddy Ladd), 
who takes him to “the library of 
memories" which holds images 
through time. Through this “window”, 
he discovers how deaf education was 
founded by the Abbd Sichard in 
France, whose method relied initially 
upon developing sign language , so that 
communication between himself and 
his pupils would be possible. 

Ironically, the success of this 
method, in showing deaf people to be 
educable, led to its downfall. If deaf 
people could learn language then sure- 
ly they could and should be able to 
learn to speak? David learns how 
hearing people in an effort to make the 
deaf speak, sacrificed their education 
by banning sign language. 

Pictures in the Mind portrays a 
history of deaf people which is alien to 
most parents ana teachers of deaf 
children. It will shock some, and anger 
others. Its value lies in extending the 
range of perspectives, and on this basis 
one would hope all will welcome it. 

Nigel Evans has made a series of 
interesting and provocative films ab- 
out the "disadvantaged", which have 
included Walter. Silent Minority Bnd 
The Skin Horse. Unfortunately, this 
film lacks their pace and fails to evoke 
the sense of urgency which was doubt- 
less intended. This may reflect the 
production problems in trying to cap- 
ture sign language drama unu make it 
accessible to a hearing audience. 

The programme maxes pointed cri- 
ticism of the traditional oral method of 
communication and its appropriate- 
ness for profoundly deaf children. This 
aspect will probably attract a strongly 
defensive response. However, it is fn 
he hoped that critics will nui he 
deflected from the message. 

I viewed the programme with a 
group of deaf friends. They were 
unanimous thnt their own experience 
of speech training und auditory train- 
ing was very negative, unhappy, frus- 
trating, even Oppressive. Their opin- 
ions and perceptions arc valid, and for 
anyone interested in education they 
are important. Perhaps the over-riding 
message in this: thai we need to listen 
to deaf people more clearly.

Upheaval and unpredictable changes 
ot direction ill the People's Republic 
have made many teachers wary of 
embarking on a study of the lives of a 
quarter of the world's population. 
Reversals of polity by the government 
can make even rcccm publications 
out-dated before they leave the 
presses. The BBC's China Project goes 
some way towards bridging the gap 
between the exciting events of the TV 
news bulletins and the material in the 
classroom. 

Combination of the series Living 
language, Earth Search and HiMmv 
1 1 mg Atfo into one topic, supported hy 
two radiovisiou programmes on 
( 'hinese Civilization und l 1 him t Today, 
offer greater scope for the leaeher 
aiming to stimulate the pupils' aural 
and visual senses as well as providing a 
glimpse of an unfamiliar culture. T lie 
emphasis on a traditional period of 
study or the Empire ( its initial estab- 
lishment by Qin Shi Humigdi. the 
collapse following his dcuih and the 
emergence of the Han dynasty under 
Liu Bang), enables the China novice to 
exploit children's recent images of 
( Tiiiia. The Queen's visit last Autumn 
provided many shots of the inevitable 
Cl real Wall and of the Terracotta 
Army. Iliis has the advantage of 
reflecting intrinsic qualities and avoids 
the F:uru-cciitrcd study of China “in 
tiie footsteps of Marco Polo". 

Hie introductory part of the notes 
for teachers offers a rudimentary out- 
line for (lie uni nit inted and it is inevit- 
able that distinctions within the 
ancient past or Imperial China should 
be blurred; there is a little over- 
emphasis on the unity of the period 
from the third century bc to the 17th 
century ah. The gulf in (he bibliogra- 
phy between the simple and colourful 
publications for younger children and 
the heavily and often expensively scho- 
larly material for teachers is a reflec- 
tion of the state of published work and 
no criticism of the series' producers. 
Their contributors make an intelligent 
bid for the middle ground. 

The selection of poetry and prose 
and the dramatizations seem likely to 
appeal to active and reflective ele- 
ments in a class and the notes abound 
with suggestions for follow-up work 
for children with a wide range of skills 
and verbal or artistic abilities. Dra- 

? ,ons, like dinosaurs, seem to exert a 
ascination over children and this is 


well exploited in the scries in the 
artistic, literary and mythological ele- 
ments or the project. 

Those considering a long-term com- 
mitment to a China project might gain 
further helpful illustrative material 
from CPR publications, most easily 
available in the UK through the Gnun- 
ghwa Bookshop, 9 Newport Place, 
London WC2.

There is no call for a detailed develop- 
ment hut, in a country where so 
frequently the past is used as ammuni- 
tion in the debates of the present.some 
indication of the more recent past 
might contribute toa dearer long-term 
understanding of what it is to bc 
Chinese. 

There arc some lively and amusing 
suggestions in the notes for conveying 
aspects of life for a Chinese family, 
ranging from paper cut-outs to more 
hair-raising (for the teacher) culinary 
experiments. The choice of “typical 
families" in the Wuhan area presum- 
ably intends to break from the 
stereotype of the Chinese peasant 
labouring in the fields but with cadre, 
factory and simp work ing parents for 
Mcimei and Jim jam the agricultural life 
ol Flower Mill appears to he minimi red 
n little more than the present Cliinese 
government would wish Of course 
children need to identify but the 
radiovisiou, at least . seems to allow for

English town. 

It is sadly too lute for this academic 
vcar, hut "those intending to make 
future use of the Chinn Project might 
gain valuable further material from the 
programmes in the upper secondary 
part of the project.

scries provides some support in cultu- 
ral and rural material and a valuable 
addition in the essential contrast of city 
life. The teachers' notes offer an 
excellent up to dale bibliography and 
useful illu si rations. 

The historical part of the project 
shares the same attitude as the junior, 
the rather distressing one of looking at 
the People's Republic as if it Had 
sprung to life, naked and without 
parents, on October 1 1949. For GCSE 
this approach is forced on to the BBC 
by the existing syllabuses; it might be 
helpful to teachers and a progressive 
move if future broadcasts could adopt 
a more balanced view. Nonetheless, 
the producers should be congratulated 
for venturing into this much neglected 
region so imaginatively, stimulating 
both pupils and teachers with the 
opportunity for change and variety 
through integrated study.

Popcorn as a sacred food is just one of

Believe It Or Not scries. In fact, mixed 
in large plastic howls with chopped 
fruit, popcorn becomes u westernized 
form of nrashad, the holy food that 
I ii lulus share as part of (heir conun un- 
id worship. 

Hinduism mill Buddhism (the sub- 
ject of the other film) are, for many 
teachers, the most difficult world faiths 
to tackle in the classroom. Additional- 
ly (and especially with Hinduism) 
there is the problem of deciding 
whether to present the colourful Indi- 
an face of the religion or to show it ns a 
faith now at home in Britain.

But the film moves on to show what 
is more obviously warship (or, rather. 
puja) both in a home and in a temple in 
Leicester. There is also some cheerful 
film from India which illustrates the 
Holi powder-throwing custom. 

As it is a fairly compressed pro- 
gramme, it will probably require sev- 
eral viewings if the 11 to 14-year-olds 
fur whom it is primarily intended ure 
to appreciate il fully. 

Tncoihcr new Film, Buddhist Monk, 
is perhaps more successful because it 
focuses on one individual: a monk 
preparing for his initiation. A sym- 
pathetic film, it communicates the 
pence of mind thnt Buddhism brings to 
many people and shows how perfectly 
natural II is to be a Buddhist in 
Bcrkhnmstcad or Sussex. 

The series Believe II Or Not has been 
growing steadily over the years nnd 
most of ils 20 programmes are being 
repeated, two a week, during the 
Summer term. The two new ones will 
bc shown un June 25 and 26. Because 
the series has grown gradually, it is not 
an ordered course. It is, however, a 
rich resource and there cun be few RE 
departments that will not wish lu use 
what video cassettes they can muster to 
record as much of it as possible. The 
accompanying booklet by the adviser 
to the series, Peter Woodward, does 
not spoon-feed the teacher but is full of 
practical suggestions for follow-up 
work. (£1.60 from the education 
officer of your regional ITV com- 
pany.)

Much of this reassessment is not 
new. Time has demonstrated even 
more effectively than critics that there 
were limits to the challenge the Angry 
Young Men of 1956 represented to the 
Bntish establishment and to received 
opinions: their views on women, in 
particular, give a clue to the conserva- 
tive nature of their opinions on other 
matters. It is easy, with hindsight, to 
overlook the importance of the revolu- 
tion thfcy were thought to be mounting, 
and. despite his attention to the con- 
text of die time. Hill is perhaps too 
eager to undermine their claims. It is 
true that the social problem films of the 
Fifties now seem dated, stylized and 
timid, but that is not how they 
appeared to the audiences for which 
(bey were originally made. 

The Thirties provide a criterion by 
which to judge the real achievement of 
postwar cinema. Censorship was not 
exercised bv the benevolent and liberal 
John Trevelyan, but by that notorious 
pair. Colonel Hanna and Miss Short!, 
who prohibited anything they consi- 
dered liable to offend or to subvert the 
existing order. Soviet films were large- 
ly banned from exhibition outside 
clubs, and even there, as Bert Hogen- 
kamp nates m his book, attempts were 
made by local authorities to use fire 


and other regulations an an excuse for 
slopping them. 

It is partly because, by the late 
Fifties, social problems and working- 
class realism were the stuff of films 
made for mass audiences, that John

scope than Deadly Parallels. Hogen- 
kanip necessarily deals, in a scholarly 
way, with films that were marginalized 
by the circumstances iir which they 
were made - mainly documentaries 
intended for a committed audience. 
This does not detract from the import- 
ance of his survey of attempts by the 
Left to exploit the medium ana the 
historical interest of the works he 
discusses and has, in some cases, 
unearthed. 

The “deadly parallel" is the juxta- 
position of wealth and poverty made in 
a magic lantern slide show of 1896: this 
simple visual message has been the 
staple of left-wing cinema ever since. It 
has not proved deadly. Writing The 
Stmggiefor the Film in Switzerland in 
the late Thirties, Hans Richter argued 
for a new art that would combine 
left-wing politics with avant-garde aes- 
thetics. His hook, which starts with an 
anti-capitalist history of cinema, says a 
good deal about the preoccupations of 
the time.

Tailored for success 


N othing, as they say. succeeds 
like success. 'And iliat, in a 
nutshell, is ilic mtionnlc for 
the Graded Assessments in 
Science Project - usually referred to by 
the breathless initials, GASP- 
Its aini is to improve learning in 
science by continuously recognizing 
pupils’ achievements . instead of mak- 
ing them wail until the end of a 
five-year course for the pay-off. But 
the signs are that the much more 
detailed analysis and assessment of 
what pupils arc expected to master is 
not just improving motivation; it also 
encourages teachers to give higher 
priority to the development of scien- 
tific skills and is promoting interest in 
scientific experiment. 

GASP is a joint venture launched by 
the Inner London Education Author- 
ity, King's College London, the Uni- 
versity of London and London Re- 
gional examinations boards. It is one 
of five similar initiatives which also 
cover English, Maths, Modern Lan- 
' guages and CDT. 

Ine aim is to provide pupils with 
realistic, short-term goals fn which 
they can experience regular achieve- 
ment. The graded assessments spell 
out dearly just what it is that a pupil is 
expected to learn or do and the nope is 
that this will encourage them to be- 
come more involved in their learning. 
The breakdown of what would other- 
wise he a five-year science course into 
15 separately attainable, carefully de- 
fined levels of achievement also en- 
ables the teacher to keep track of the 
progress of every pupil, and thut of the 
class as a whole. 

Graded assessments in science are 
now being tried out in 30 pitot schools 
in eight local authorities m the south 
east. Already over 3 .Utk I Statements of 
Achievement underwritten by the 
GCE hoard have been handed mu to 
pupils, often with u certain amount of 
ceremony involving presentations by 
chairmen of governors or school 
assemblies. 

The (rials of levels oiumo six arc in 
their second year and development 
work on the nine higher levels is 
expected to be finisheahy next year. 
The aim is to meet the nationnl criteria 
for GCSE and the GASP team hopes 
that the Secondary Examinations 
Council will approve equivalence be- 
tween levels ten and above and GCSE, 
with level 15 earningn grade A without 
. .undergoing any further 'examinations. 
GASP is primarily an assessment 
project, not a curriculum one, and it 
does not assume or impose any par-

At the moment, however, GASP 
finds itself having to say “No” to 10 or 
more schools n week who want to start 
graded assessments in science. The full 
trials will not be completed until 1989 
but the team hopes to open the project 
u^to more schools From September 

Graded assessments require 
changes in teaching practices, but 
these ere largely in the same direction 
as those required for the GCSE. With 
GASP, the new emphasis on con- 
tinuous assessment and more practic- 
al, applied work is extended further 
down the school into years one to 
three. So far the team nave concen- 
trated on assessments for integrated or 
combined science courses in Tine with 
the recommendations of the DES 
policy document. Science 5 to 16, but 
sepurute sciences will also be catered 
for eventually. 

To obtain a Statement of Achieve- 
ment at a given level, pupils have to 
demonstrate proficiency in three diffe- 
rent aspects of their science work: 

• knowledge of science (content); 

• scientific skills (process); nnd 

• applications and experimentation 
(explorations). 

When they went into schools to see 
what pupils are capable of, the team 
members were amnzed at the variety oF 
work going on in science. Project 
schools continue to decide for them- 
selves what they teach but arc ex- 

F 'evu-d to divide content up into rough- 
y four-week units for assessment. 
Whatever the topic of that work - 
water, magnetism, electricity, chemic- 
al reactions, invertebrates nr what 
have you - the knowledge and con- 
cepts pupils are expected to have 
learnt are then tested using 20 short- 
answer questions drawn from the ques- 
tion bank. 

To puss the unit pupils have to gut 75 
per cent on this test. Questions can be 
tailored to meet the specific learning 
objectives of the unit and to the special 


to in some schools ils a “Pasteur 
pipette'' or simply a “pipette". "This 
tie xibi lily of assessments is a great 
asset," he says. "We can assess exactly 
what pupils nave been taught." 

Mastery in three of these graded 
tests represents only a third of whhi is 
required for each achievement level, 
however. Pupils also have to show they 
have acquired the specified scientific 
skills to enable their Statements of 
Achievement to make such positive 
statements as “Has shown the ubility to 
comprehend and follow instructions", 
knows how "... to observe", and 
how "... to demonstrate gross and 
fine manipulative skills'' (level one). 

It is not intended that these skills 
should be formally tested. The teacher 
has to confirm over a period of lime, 
and as an integral part of their day-to- 
day laboratory teaching, that each 
pupil has acquired the specified skill. 
The pupils know exuctly what skill they 
are expected to demonstrate for eacli 
level and the GASP team visit the 
school every 12 weeks or so to ensure 
that acceptable standards are being 
set. 

Progress is recognized formally on 
individual pupil record cards to which 
pupils have free access. The sheet also 
records success in the third element 
which the GASP team calls “explora- 
tions”. These arc practical projects to 
introduce pupils to the open-ended, 
problem-solving or creative aspects of 
science. 

Two "explorations" have to be com- 
pleted Tor each level of achievement. 
One must involve practical, ex- 
perimental science such as finding out 
which brand of batteries or absorbent 
kitchen towel is the "best buy", proof- 
testing paper chnins of different de-

GASP was almost the answer to

Current developments imply 
substantial changes in the ways we 
present science in the classroom - 
changes of teaching approach and 
style, in addition to the more obvious 
changes in the science curriculum 
itsclL A small research study carried 
out Inst year for the Association for 
Science Education looked at scicncc 
teachers' views of current develop- 
ments. Do teachers feel that they are 
being encouraged to change the way 
they teach science? Do they think they

they t cacti science / Do they think they 
have changed the way they teach 
during their careers? To gain some 
insight into the processes ol change in 
science teaching, teachers were invited 
to talk about iheir own successes and 
failures, as they perceived them, and 
to recount from their own experiences 
how changes came nhout. 

Five of ns, all science teachers with 
research experience, carried out u 
series of interviews during the winter 
of 1986 with a vuried group of teachers 
- old and young, mate and female, 
heads of department and probation- 
ers, from rural nnd urban schools. The 
full report was presented to the Asso- 
ciation in November nnd copies o( a 
shortened version were sent out to all 
l.e.a. science advisers. 

The interviews started in a non- 
threatening way by asking leaeliers 
how they tangin', and if they used some 
or nil of the teaching methods on a list 
which we supplied. A number id die 
teachers claimed that thev already 
used the entire repci loire. It became 
dear, however, as the talk progressed, 
that interpretations of what these 
methods involved could vary radically. 
“Class discussion" was seen by some as 
what they did spontaneously whenever 
a quest ion arose: it was not an activity 
for which the teacher had to prepare, 
nor was it somethin e in which indepen- 
dent groups of children might engage. 


“I do have class discussion lessons. I 
let the children discuss during practical 
wurk.” 

This seems rather different from the 
idea of carefully structured social ex- 
changes designed lo Ibsicr language 
use and concept development. ' 

In the second stage of the interview 
we probed a little deeper to liml out 


whether these teachers thought there 
was a need to change. They were 
invited to comment oil three separate 
extracts from the ASE's 1981 policy 
statement Education through Science. 
l o defuse tile authority of the extracts 
they wc rewire faced with the comment 
“The ASE have written this hut not 
everyone agrees": 

"... one of the aims of science 
education is a basic understanding of 
l he nature of advanced leclmulogical 
societies, and the interaction of science 
and society.” 

"... reading and talking are as. 
important to science education as 
listening, doing and writing." 

"... some of the legit ini.ite objec- 
tives of ‘Science for All* are best 
achieved through leaching met hods 
other than class practicals. or the 
iilili/alion of wort sheels linked in 
experiments.” 

Several teachers took the first ex- 
tinct to mean teaching about the 
applications of science; this svns felt to 
lie “a good thing". Fewer saw il us a 
call to tench about controversial issues 
mid of those who did. a good pmpoi- 
tinn were against il, often claiming that 
there would be parental disapproval. 

The second and third extracts both 
suggested a shift away from “doing 
practical" and towards' activities Mich 
as talking, discussing and rending. 
Almost hall the tcuchcis interviewed 
felt strongly this would he a change lor 
the worse. I'lacticid work with all ns 
busy activity was much mure nopuhn . 
Teacher s* justifications for lliis wore 
surprising. They often argued that 
pupils had their own views about wliai 
a science lesson should he like, and 
(hat these expectations were a con- 
straint on trying out new approaches. 

"I think they (the pupils) have

certain expectations about what a 
science lesson is going tn he like. I 
think if you try to change overnight, 
you would end up with many groups 


just doing nothing, some thinking ‘uli 
this is easy’, you knuw. My rcul fear is 
that time would be wasted. " 

“1 feel much more comfort able, you 
know, being the science teacher and 
doing the kinds of tilings lliiil . perhaps, 
they expect to do in science.” 
Another teacher, miking of experi- 
ences in using imaginative writing, 
commented: 

“1 think some of them were a bit 
disappointed, il seemed a little bit 
wisliy-wushy to them. I feel ii bit guilty 
ill a way . . . that I’ve cheated 
the ill ....'*’ 

1 1 may well be dial this notion of the 
pupils* expectations represents a pro- 
jection ol the teacher's own view of 
school science. [Imvm-rwc explain it. 
many or the teachers seemed lo feel 
constrained by an nmviiiten “coil- 
tract” between themselves and their 
pupils to leach science by conventional 
methods. This contract involved die 
shared recognition ol what is. and nli.it 
is not. science. Outside this boundary 
the teacher may feel bodi insecure 
about the validity oi what is olfercd 
and about the criteria lor judging die 
value ol pupils' work 

I he reference to ‘‘Science fm AH" in 
the third extract brought many ex- 
pressions of dissatisfaction with what 
the teachers felt they achieved with die 
less able and less motiviiicil pupils. 
Responding to the demands of this 
group posed, for ninny, the major 


challenge to personal change and de- 
velopment: 

“1 fee) that I'm very successful with 
the top 40 per cent and that's been 
gradually stretched, over my tench ing 
career to Ml per cent ... I feel that 1 
fail with the bottom 20 per cent. 

I have major problems in dial urea." 

But for other teachers the snme prob- 
lem - how to cope w ith the less aide - 
became a major inhibitor or change: 

“With a group that is difficnlr disci- 
pline-wise (a discussion) could he very 
difficult tu organize ...” 

“I don't think they have the self 
discipline to carry 'it (pupil talk) 
through at nil.” 

Maintaining order and discipline 
emerged as a common worry, especial- 
ly for younger teachers. Even the older 
lines often recalled with chagrin the 
problems thiii thev used to have. 

hi the third ami liiiiil phase of the 
inlet view we challenged the teachers 
more directly. We asked if they had 
changed i heir wny of leaching. Irow die 
change bad come nlnnil, and wlmt it 
was that had helped them to change. 
Miiny see tiled eager to talk about their 
experiences, alien going on long after 
die time ay teed for the interview had 
elapsed. 

1 lie first kind of stimulus to ehnngv 
was taking part either in an in-service 
course . of in one of the local working 
groups which several l.e.a. s have set 
up to pilot new methods of teaching or 
assessment . 1 Itese local initiatives 
sect tut I to work for change by bringing 
the 1 cache is into contact with Olliers 
and providing ficsli ideas uiul chal- 
lenges. 

Second, we were frequently told 
tlml it was a move lo a new school 
which brought about lire change. We 
got the impression ihat teachers be- 


came socialized into the style of a 
science department mul even if they 
wanted to chance, ns some claimed 
that they did, they could nut easily 
break out of the expectations or 
school, collengucs, and pupils. The 
scale of a large modem science depart- 
ment certainly demands a high level of 
organization. It may also encourage a 
more uniform approach to methods of 
(caching. 

One teacher who had recently 
moved said or her last school: 

“I started olT trying group work with 
apparatus, and then when I'd actually 
asked for that sort of apparatus 
. . . 'Oh no, no. Not with that class.' " 
Of her new school she said. 

"Well I've certainly changed here 
and I think I can continue to change 
because it's a very forward-looking 
department, and you've got an awful 
lot of back-up.” 

Other teuchers did not count them- 
selves so lucky. Some said that they 
required extra resources, technician 
help , nnd rime. Most of all they needed 
support for any changes which in- 
volved more Irec activity for the 
children. 

”... and the I lead of Science said 
to me 'You know you are going to hind 
up in trouble if you are not careful. 1 
shouldn't let them do that’ ... so I 
damped down again." 

Where docs the boundary Lie between 
careful management and repression of 
initiative'.’ 

We don't waul to claim too much for 
this small interview study. It cannot 
hope to paint a complete or detailed 

i ucture of change in science teaching, 
nit it hns suggested thill science 
teachers' commitment to their view of 
school science, us well as the difficulty 
of fracturing the mould of sticialiml 
practice and pupil expectation, may 
nave the |H>wcr to slow down the rate 
of any change .

I n March L9K5 the DES issued 
Science 5-1 6: A Statement of Poli- 
cy. It followed :t long period of 
consultation with all Inc partners 
in education We ought, as science 
teachers, to he very proud of that 
document as it represents a consensus 
view of our <>iilijeet unmatched in any 
other curriculum arcii. The present 
enquiry inti* English language teaching 
shows just how fur some of our 
colleagues have yet to go. 

So why aren’t we all doing balanced 
science for all our pupils in year 4 and 5 
in the secondary school? The main 
reason seems to 'be that teachers lack 
the reliable information they need to 
allay the fears that some people seem 
to have. What about the universities? 
A levels? employers? parents? Well, 
first of all. about one third of our 

f ire sent third- Inrmcrs will start Ha- 
il need Science for All courses this 
.September. Now dial involves n lot of 
teachers, nil of whom have put the 
needs of their pupils first, gained 
reassurance from the community 
around them mu! managed a major 
curriculum change in their schools. So 
what has reassured them? Firstly, 
while we are awaiting the SEC Work- 
ing Party National Criteria on dual 
certificated sciences, the SSCR has 
sought the approval of the Standing 
Conference on University Entrance 
and CNAA on the admissibility of 
some II dual certificated (JCSEs. All 
vice-chancellors and polytechnic direc- 
tors have confirmed the acceptability 
of these courses for admission pur- 
poses. 

The Royal Society report of 1982 
foreshadowed the DES Policy State- 
ment. It made a strong commitment to 
Balanced Science for Ail courses and 
wished to show that these could be 
offered us co-ordinated sciences. The 
working party has now concluded its 
work in showing that it is possible, 
within the 20 per cent time allocation, 
to produce a course that is complete, 
rigorous and forms an adequate basis 
for A level studies. It has to be said also 
that SEC nre currently working on A 
level syllabuses to ensure a better fit 
than is currently the case between 
GCSE dual certificated courses and A 
level. 

The Engineering Industry Training 
Board has 22.000 employers on its 
books, all of whom will shortly be 
receiving a leaflet prepared by the 
E1TB which supports dual certificated 
courses. They arc also producing a 
video to encourage larger numbers of 
youngsters with qualifications in sci- 
ence to enter industry. 

The Foundation for Science and 
Technology is an influential group 
affiliated to the Royal Society which 
represents the views of a large number 
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right behind the moves tn haltinccd 
science for ail. 

Teachers arc apprehensive about 
having to tench outside uf their subject 
specializations. They should lake heart 
from the fuct that so many of their 
colleagues arc now successfully 
teaching balanced science, ami that 
cn-ordimiled, combined or modular 
courses are available which leave them 
teaching within their specialization but 
with the support of other subject 
colleagues. I'lic new in-service 
arrangements (GRIST) have made the 
teaching of balnnced science a nuiional 
priority so courses and money are 
available. 

To provide additional support in the 
move to Balanced Science for All, the 
Science Advisers Group of die ASE 
have nut together a substantial pack- 
age of mater mis. The package contains 
display materials for use in presenta- 
tions to parents, governors and em- 
ployers and a suite of three profes- 
sionally produced videos. 'I'lic first, 
Lisiine 25 minutes, was filmed in 
Wiltshire and is aimed at reassuring 
parents. It was funded hy the DES and 
the SSCR. The second is a rather more 
high powered video lasting just IS 
minutes which aims tn tackle the 
employer and the further and higher 
education sectors. It has been spon- 
sored hy the Cl-f ill as part of a support 
package for science education laun- 
ched miring Lord Marxian’s year of 
office as president of the Asuicialion 
for Science Education. The third video 
is sponsored by the Engineering Indus- 
try Truininc board and sells the value 
of balanced science to pupils. All the 
videos are supported oy leaflets for 
distribution to the audience. 

The package also contains '‘speech- 
writer’’, a novel modular approacli to 
the production of speeches that may 
need to be given at governors’ meet- 
ings, parents’ evenings and employers' 
conferences. As part of the Project, 
universities, polytechnics, FE col- 
leges, professional bndics. employers' 
organizations, and major employers 
have all been contacted. The full 
details and list of those specifically 
supporting the move to balnnced sci- 
ence for all is published as pan uf the 
package. 

The complete package has been 
previewed oy the Science Advisers 
Group of the ASE at its biennial 
conference at Weston Super Mare 
over this last weekend. It is due for a 
national launch at the start of May, 
after which it will be available through 
l.e.a. science advisors.

Developing a maths-science link 

Avoiding

T he Hculhland School is an 

11-18 mixed comprehensive 
school of ulKiut 1 ,300 pupils in 
Hounslow, on the west side of 
London. The science department is t he 
largest depurtmciit in the school with 
10 (caching staff and four technical 
staff, ’(lie school comprises n Jnrgc 
building mid several smaller adjoining 
nrcas. The science department is lo- 
cated on the top floor oi the three-floor 
buildiivg. 

In 1983 1 wus asked to improve the 
matiis-sciencc link within the school. It 
was fell I hut there whs little co- 
ordination between the im 1 , hematics 
and science departments, and this had 
an adverse effect tat maths and science 
teaching. Muny stuff were unaware of 
what was nnd had been taught in the 
corresponding department. 1 decided 
to approach the problem in two ways: 
• 1 decided to organize more meetings 
between the science and mathematics 
departments and make department 
policies more public. L-ach depart- 
ment. in addition, appointed a person 
to improve co-ordination processes. 
• I attended numerous mathcmaiics- 
to improve co-ordination processes. 
• I attended numerous mathcmotiiv 


scicnce workshops at the Institute of 
Education (Lontlon University) anil at 
certain comprehensive schools in the 


London nrcu. These workshops were 
organized by the Science and Maths 
Inspectorate for ILEA in conjunction 
with the Science Department, Institute 
of Education nt London University. 

1 hoped to modify the science curri- 
culum, initially for pupils in the first 
two years, in the light of any findings. 
The first and second year science 
courses were being re-written in re- 
sponse to recent Assessment of Per- 
formance Unit (APU) findings that 
revealed that many secondary pupils 
had very poor practical skills. 

The courses were being modified to 
stress the understanding of science 
concepts rather than scientific know- 
ledge. This approach was obviously 
important in view of GCSE national 
criteria statements, made known to all 
teaching slafr in the last few years. 

The meeting^ between the science 
and mathematics departments made 
numerous recommendations and 
-proposals. The departments agreed 
that many skills had to be taught, used 
and reinforced In both departments. 
These were: 

' 1. The ability to multiply, subtract, 
udd and divide. 

2. The ability to construct and inter- 

5 ret graphs. 

. The nhility to use nnd understand 
fractions and percentages. 

4. The use and importance of estima- 
tions. 

5. An understanding of powers of 10. 
6. Areas. 

7. Length, Volume and Muss. 

8. Rending scales, whether ammeters 
or weighing scales. 

9. The use of computer now-charts. 

It was agreed that these skills were 
to be used, where possible, in all years, 
nil hough it was noted that percentages 
were not covered until the second year 
of the mat hematics couisc. All staff at 
these meetings were made aware of the 
tonics covered by the mathematics and 
science departments during the first 
two years. This prevented excessive 
overlap in content and certain mathe- 
matical concepts being covered in 
science lessons where staff expected 
prior instruction thiit did not exist. 

. The workshops at the Institute of 
Education and London comprehen- 
sive schools involved small groups of 
: teachers planning joint mathematics/ 

' science learning materials and plenary 
sessions giving opportunities for staff 
■ to outline work done in other schools 
to encourage the integration of 
mathematics and science.

Papers were pro- 
duced by the groups on graphs, group- 
ing things/cliissificalion, and ratios. A 
group was also set up to look at 
formulae, tltcir use and renrrangc- 
incnl. Those papers wore later distri- 
buted by Mr U Gibbons at the ILEA 
Mulhs Inspectorate at County Hall. 1 
was involved in the development of 
materials and ideas for the grouping 
ihingsMuswficulion gioup. This topic 
has since been introduced into our 
second vear science course, during 
which it is taught for a period of about 
four weeks, and appropriately 
assessed. 

Our group decided that pupils can 
develop and improve numerous 
mathematical skills during such a 
topic. They cun be re-introduced to set 
notation - covered in the second year 
mathematics course at The Hcathland 
School, and introduced to flow dia- 
grams. us a wav of grouping tilings. 
This can help their understanding of 
computer processes. Mow diagrams 
are used in iiuithematics to explain 
formulae. 

The Grouping Tilings topic, as 
taught at The Hcntlilmiu School, also 
leaches and encourages the use of 
other process skills such us: 

I. The construction and use of biolo- 
gical keys. 

-. Library skills (classification of 
hooks I. 

3. Observational and recording skills. 

4. I lie ability to measure and discuss 
findings, anil produce conclusions. 

These skills nre among those empha- 
sized in the GCSE National Criteria 
for Science. 

One of the topics of our new first 
year science course is called “Repro- 
duction and Growth". This is taught to 
all first year pupils. Many of the parts 
of this topic were obtained from the 
Nuffield Combined Science course, 
modified again in response to APU 
recommendations. I decided that such 
n topic could enable pupils to obtain 
extensive practice in the construction 
and interpretation of graphs. 

The topic was designed so that 
pupils began plotting graphs by plot- 
ting points on a verticalnumber line (a 
height line) before moving along the 
appropriate axis. Number lines are 
frequently used in maths lessons, in- 
deed they are often used in primary 
schools. Pupils are then asked to 
construct graphs without receiving de- 
finite numerical data, after being told 
about the growth of certain plants and 
animals. 

Pupils can be told to view the growth 
of locusts or seedlings. Pupils must 
suggest suitable units Tor the labelling 
of the axes of these graphs (Fig. 1 
below).

T he Exploratory Hands-on Sci- 
ence Centre, which lias been 
exhibition isl on several British 
Association and niher occa- 
sions over the last few years, has now 
come out and is available daily to the 
public, in Bristol in the impressive 
neo-classical Victoria Rooms near the 
University in Clifton. Since opening 
two months ago, over ten thousand 
visitors (ndults paying £1.5(1, children 
£l.0fl) have joined in thc intellectual 
excitement and fun of exploring for 
themselves the known (and perhaps 
even more interesting the partly 
known) universe. 

The Exploratory has an underlying 
philosophy .whidi t hough not presen ted 
explicitly sets thc themes and gives 
point to thc experiments and working 
demonstrations. The philosophy is to 
contrast phenomena as experienced 
(.sometimes as illusions) by the senses, 
with corresponding accounts of scien- 
ce. As science has advanced over ihc 
centuries its accounts have deviated 
ever more widely from common sense, 
nr folk percent ion, until deep realiiy is 
invisible to all but specialist scientists, 
and they see only l tin nigh their own 
tunnel dt expert Knowledge. 

The Exploratory allows children 
and adults to experience intriguing and 
often beautiful phenomena; exploring 
thc range of conditions over which 
they occur und what happens wiih 
changes, which reveal their cause or 
significance as well as showing some- 
thing of the method of science . So far 
there are a hundred experiments 
(which, us ‘‘exhibit" is too passive a 
word, we call “plores" for exploring) 
including: pemlulnrns for discovering 
surprises and laws of gravity, muss and 
inertia: yu , cfi-r*icr»/n , x for seeing rain- 
bows to the stars, in brilliantly col- 
oured line-spectra of glowing gasses;

Surprises of failed prediction are 
important for hands-mi exploration. 
For surprise shows up caps of under- 
standing; such as the effect uf hfowin 


balloons, or hmch halls, which do not 
fly apart as one expects but are drawn 
together by the rushing air between 
them. This is the opposite of what on 
common sense one predicts. Such 
surprises of failed predictions tell us 
immediately that mere is something 
here that we du not understand. Visual 
and other illusions reveal, somewhat 
similarly, discrepancies hciwccn 
appearance and common sense reality. 
Isn't it interesting that discrepancies 
from accounts of science (such as thc 
moon looking (he size of an orange 
through it is far larger than any earthly 
object) are not called illusions?

T he Plymouth laboratory of the 
Marine Biological Association 
nf the United Kingdom is inter- 
nationally famous. Thc MBA 
wns founded in 1884 and the first 
laboratory was opened in 1888. While 
the bulk of its work now involves 
high-level research, often in conjunc- 
tion with universities or individual 
scientists from tiiuughuut Britain and 
many overseas countries, there is one 
feature of special appeal to school 
parties. 

This is the Aquarium, which draws 
thousands nf visitors annually, includ- 
ing hundreds nf groups uf nil ages from 
schools. (Schools in the City of Ply- 
mouth area gain free admission, but 
party rates arc modest for others.) 
Originally consisting of open tanks in 
which fish could be kept For research 
purposes, the aquarium soon de- 
veloped into a permanent exhibition. 

In the words of thc effective, beauti- 
fully illustrated handbook we now 
have “an attractive and educational 
display of the fishes and invertebrates 
caught by the Association's own re- 
search vessels”. The design and layout

oceanic conditions. Many fish spawn 
and reproduce; scores ot species and 
many hundreds of invertebrates are on 
show at any one time. The quality of 
(he presentation is such that the 
Aquarium has featured in radio, tele- 
vision and film productions, including 
thc Life on Earth series. 

While the research work, the major 
function nf the laboratories, is special- 
ist, it docs extend beyond marine 
biology lo problems in. ’for Instance, 
physics, chemistry ami physiology. 
Advanced students, possibly sixth for- 
mers or undergraduates cuntcmplutinu 
their careers, can obtain advice and 
guidance here. 

Similarly, the library, one of the 
foremost and most complete in the 
world in terms of marine biological 
sciences, is a splendid source of in- 
formation. But it is the aquarium 
which is thc great attraction for prim- 
ary and secondary schools nlike, and 
this is the area to which pupils and lhcir 
teachers are always welcomed. 

Many will be inspired to set up their 
own small-scale aquarium. The guide- 
book details procedures, and even 
includes a formula for substitute sea 
water.
